Therefore the honor of issuing the 
first regular newspaper was awarded 
to Abraham Verhoeven of Antwerp, 
who {n 1605 obtained a concession for 
that privilege from the Archduke Al- 
bert and the Archduchess Isabella. Be- 
fore that time Abraham had issued 
bulletins irregularly whenever events 
These bulletins contained of- 
ficial announcements, market quota- 
tions aud brief notices of current 
events, and the demand for them ap- 
pears to have justified the publisher in 
arranging for their publication upon 
regular dates.

THE KAISER’S RELIGION. 


German Emperor Says He Believes 
In “One and Only God.” 

The discussion which has been 
cently proceeding on the subject of the 
Hebrew religion, under the heading of 
“Babel and Bible,” has called forth a 
letter signed by the German emperor in 
a Leipsic weekly, in which he defines 
his own position. The emperor, ad- 
dressing himself to the theories of Pro- 
fessar Delitsch, one of the controver- 
slalists, says that he thinks Delitsch 
made a great mistake in approaching 
the question of revelations in a polemic 
spirit. The letter lays down the follow- 
ing conclusions arrived at by Emperor 
William. 

“I believe in the one and only God. 
We may need a form in order to teach 
his existence, especially for our chil 
dren. This form has hitherto been the 
Old Testament. The present version of 
this will be positively and substantial- 
ly modified under the influence of re- 
search through inscriptions and exca- 
vations. That does not matter. Neither 
does it matter that much of the nimbus 
of the chosen people will thereby disap- 
pear. The kernel of the contents of the 
Old Testament will remain always the 
same—God and his works. Religion has 
never been the result of science, but 
the pouring out of the heart and being 
of man from intercourse with God.”

That was not the only disaster of the 
morning, however, for the Brooklyn, 
which was in the lead, suddenly stop- 
ped. 

“What's the matter with the Brook- 
lyn, Freeman?’ cried Farragut, hailing 
the pilot. “She must have plenty of 
water there.” i 

“Plenty and to spare, admiral.” 

“Why does she stop then?” 

But she did more than stop. Though 
that was disastrous enough, she began 
to back down upon the Hartford and 
the rest of the fleet. Indeed this action 
of the Brooklyn was the only cloud on 
the glory of that day. 

The leading ships were right under 
the guns of the fort now, a few hun- 
dred yards away. The fire from Mobile 
point was terrific. As the Brooklyn 
backed her helm was shifted, and she 
turned her bows straight to the fort. 
Her broadside no longer bore, and ber 
position in a measure blanketed the 
other ships. The men in the fort and 
{n the water battery, quick to see the 
disadvantage of the fleet, sprang to 
their guns again and, taking deliberate 
aim at point blank range, began to 
rake the hapless Brooklyn from stem 
to stern.

The men below on the Hartford and 
the Metacomet heard a series of det- 
onations as if musketry were being 
exploded beneath the keel. The

nocuous. That and the admiral’s fore- 
thought in going in with the flood tide, 
which turned the percussion caps away 
from the onrushing ships, saved him.

line. It was a few minutes after 8 
o'clock. Grim and black before biw 
loomed the Tennessee and the gun- 


boats ahead of her—their position giv- 
ing them immunity—raking the Hart- 
ford again and again.

Meanwhile, inspired by the example 
of the admiral, the Brooklyn got her 
head around at last and, followed by 
the Richmond and the Pensacola and

hurry the regular order was aban- 
doned, and the ships passed up as 
they could, sheets of flame and smoke 
pouring from their broadsides upon 
the fort.

At one time the Richmond 
had less than a foot of water under 
her keel. 

As Farragut passed out of range of 
the fort and the Hartford got out into 
open water he cast loose the Meta- 
comet and turned his broadsides upon 
the gunboats, which, being utterly un- 
able to cope with such a heavy ship, 
fled incontinently, pursued by Jouett 
at full speed. As the other ships came 
up they followed the example of the 
first pair, and the Confederate flotilla 
was hotly chased by the Union gun- 
boats. 

Meanwhile Buchanan on the Tennes 
see ran down the fleet. He tried to 
ram one sbip after another, but with- 
out success, while he himself was 
lightly rammed by the Monongahela. 
Into each one, however, as he passed 
her he poured his terrible broadsides, 
indifferent to the return fire from the 
heaviest guns they carried. 

The tremendous broadsides of the 
great ships in the lead had kept down 
the fire of the fort, but when the ves- 
sels of less gun power came swinging 
by the Confederates returned to their 
positions, punishing them severely. 
The last one in the procession, the 
rear ship of the fleet, was the Oneida. 
Except the Brooklyn and the Hartford 
she suffered more than any other, be- 
set both by the Tennessee and the 
fort. A shell from the fort ev 'o led 
her boiler, killing or woundi: y 
man in the fireroom, leaving h.. ip- 
less, while another from the Tennes- 
see took off the arm of her command- 
ing officer. Her consort, however, and 
the drifting tide finally carried her 
past the fort and up to the rest of the 
fleet. The Selma was captured by the 
Metacomet. The Gaines was wrecked 
by shells, beached and burned. The 
Morgan succeeded in gaining the pro- 
tection of the fort, whither the Ten- 
hessee presently joined her. 

At half after 8 o'clock the Hartford 
anchored abave the middle ground, fol- 
lowed in succession as they arrived by 
the other ships of the fleet. The pas- 
sage had been made, but at a heavv 
cost in shattered ships, a lost monitor 
and dead and dying men. 

“What we have done, admiral,” said 
Drayton, “has been well done, but it 
counts nothing so long as the Tennes- 
see rides yonder beneath the fort.” 

“I know it,” returned the admiral, 
“and as soon as the men have had

Thousands of Men Idle In Pennsyl- 
vania Because of Floods 

Pittsburg, March 2.—With every 
tributary of the Allegheny and Movon- 
gahela rivers emptying swirling torrents 
into the banks of these two streamsand 
rushing down to the point wh:cre they 
converge to form the Ohio, Pittsburg 
was given a visitation yesterday which 
forced hundreds of families to either 
ubandorw their homes or seek escape 
from the water in the upper stories, 
while mud and water dispensed de- 
struction and discomfort below. Mills 
in the low-lying levels throughout the 
county, numbering between 5U and 60, 
were flooded, and 35,375 men are thrown 
idle for four or five days, with a loss in 
wages of more than $525,000. 

The fiood was general throughout 
western Pennsylvania, the streams 
everywhere overtiowing their banks and 
causing more or less damage to houses 
and farms that Jay in their course. 
Down town in Pittsburg ceilars and 
baseinents of business houses which are 
in the genera! flood belt were inundated, 
while in Allegheny two railrosds were 
temporarily paralyzed, owing to the 
water which covered their tracks. 

Ample warning had been received by 
most of the residents and business 
firms threatened in time for them to

Southern Appointments 


OFFICES FOR DEMOCRATS 


Where Men 1 Republican Party Were 
Found Not Up to the Standard— 
Color Will Be No Bar—Declares 


Needless Outcry Started In North 
Atlanta, Ga., March 2.—Frollowing 
are extracts from a letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Clarke Howell, editor 
ot The Constitution, in reply to a re- 
quest for an exposition concerning a re- 
cent letter from Harry S. Edwards of 
Macon, with reference to the niatter of 
federal appointments in the south: 

“In makmng appointments [ have 
sought to cousider the feelings of the 
people of each territory so tar as [| 
could consistently do so without sacri- 
ficing principle. The prime tests [have 
apphed have been those of character, 
bave 
been dissatistied with what has been 
offered me in my own party lines I have 
without Lesitation gone to the opposite 
party. IL certainly cannot treat) mere 
color as a bar to holding office any more 
than I could so treat creed or birth- 
place—always providing that iu 


American 
citizen. Just as little will I treat itas 
conferring a right to hold office. 

“In South Carolina I have appointed 
a white postmaster to succeed a colored 
postmaster. Again in South Carolina I 
bave nominated a colored man to tila 
vacancy in the position of collector of 
the port of Charleston, just in 
Georgia I bave reappuinted the colored 
man who is now serving as colored col- 
lector of the port of Savannah. Both 
are fit men. Why the appointment of 
one should cause any more excitement 
than the appointment of the otker I 
um wholly at a loss to imagine. To 
connect either of these eypoiutments or 
any or all my other appointments or my 
actions in upholding the law at Tndiatno- 
la with such questions as ‘social eqral- 
ity.’ and ‘negro domination,’ isas absurd 
es to connect them with the nebular 
hypothesis or the theory of atoms. 

“I have consulted freely with your 
own seunters and congressmen as to 
the character and capacity of any ap- 
pointee in Georgia conceraing whom 
there was question. My party advisors 
in the state have been Majoc H:nson, 
Walter Johnsen—both of thea ex-Con- 
federate soldiers—and Harry S. Ed- 
wards. A large percentage of the in- 
cumbents of federal offices in Georgia 
under me are, as | understand it, of your 
own political faith. 

“This is true of your own state. and 
hy applying te Thomas N. Pxge of Vir- 
ginia, to Generul Basil Duke of Ken- 
tucky, to George Crawford of ‘Tennes- 
see, to John Mclihenay of Louisiana, 
to Judge Jones of Alabama aud Edgar S. 
Wilson of Mississippi, all of them Demo- 
crats and all of them men of the high- 
est standing tn their respective com- 
munities, you will find that what I have 
done in Georgia stands not as tbe ex- 
ception but as the rule for what I bave 
done throughout the south. I may add 
that the proportion of colored men 
mong the new appointees is only about 
one in a hundred. 

“In view of all these facts I bave 
beeu surprised und somewhat pained at 
what seems to me the incomprehensible 
outery in the south about my actions— 
an outery apparently started in New 
York for reasons wholly unconnected 
with the question nominally atissue. 1 
#m concerned at the att'tude thus taken 
by so many of the sou’bern people; but 
Tam not in the least angry;and still less 
will this attitude have the effect of 
making me swerve one hairsbyeadth to 
one side or the other in the course I 
have marked out—the course I have con- 
sistently followed in the past and shall 
consistently follow in the fwure.”

ADDICKS AGONY IS OVER 


Ball and A'lee Elected United 


States Senators 


LATTER EXRESSES SORROW 


At His Selection Over the Dictator, 
Whose Chief Lieutenant He Has 
Been— End, For the Present, of Con- 


test Which Has Lasted For Years 
Dover, Del., March 3.—For the first 
time in four years the state of Dela- 
ware yesterday secured full representa- 


tion in the United States senate. Ata 
special session the state legislature 


elected state Senator J. F. Allee (Union 
Republican) to the senatorship which 
expires in 1907 and Congressman T. H. 
Ball (Regular Republican) tu the term 
expiring in 1905. 

The selection was undoubtedly due to 
pressure from Washington brought to 
bear upon the regular Republicans in 
the legislature who have ail along op- 
posed the election of J. E. 
any of his adherents to 
States senate. 


Addicks or 
the United 


Congressman Dick of Ohio came to 
Dover yesterday in the Interest of Re 
publican harmony and received a dele- 
gation fromeach Republican faction. 
Ile advised the acceptance by the regu- 
lar Republicans of the union Republi- 
cans’ proposition agreed upon in Phil- 
adelphia, Saturday, that a union Repub- 
lican be elected to the long term sena- 
torship and a regular Republican for 
the short term, Addicks hlaself being 
eliminated. 

Anticipating the likelihood of an 
agreement between the Republican fac- 
tions, Democratic State Chairman 
Saulsbury presented a proposition to 


| the regular Republicans, ugreving to use 


his intluence for the election with the 
aid of the Democrats of two regular 
Republicans to the United States sen- 
ate. ‘This proposition wus approved by 
the advisory committee of the Demo- 
cratic state committee but was not 
ratitied by the Democratic legislators in 
caucus, 

In the meantime a compromise was 
effected between the regular Republi- 
cans aud the Addicks (Union Republi- 
can) forces, resulting in the selection of 
a senator from each faction. 


“IT have only to say,” said Senator 
Allee, “that I sincerely regret that I 
have to fill the place that belongs to 


Mr. Addicks.” 

John Edward Addicks began his long 
struggle for a seat in the senate in 1888, 
when the term of Eli Saulshury was 
about to expire. Although unknown 
to the politicians of Delaware, he 
obtained some backing, but when the 
Republican legislature met in January, 
1889, the caucus nomiration went to 
Anthony Higgins. In 1892 Addicks 
again entered the senatorial field, but 
the Deniocrats curried the state, and 
George Gray was elected to the senate. 
In 1804, when Higgins’ term wis about 
to expire, Addicks made his ti:‘rd essay 
for the senatorship. When the ballot- 
ing in the legislature began Iiggins re- 
ceived 10 votes, Addi+ks 6 and George 
V. Massey 3. <A protracted deadlock 
ensued, lasting from Jan. 14 until May 
9. Henry A. Dupont was formally de- 
clared elected by Speaker MeMullin of 
the house; but he actually lacked one 
vote of a majurity. Speaker Watson 
(Dem.) of the senate, and acting gov- 
ernor of the state, declared the joint 
convention adjourned sine die without 
an election—a position in which he was 
sustained by the senate at Washington. 

From that time dates the split of the 
party into the two factions, styled 
union and regular Republicans. Each 
faction put a state ticket in the fieid in 
1896, which threw the election to the 
Democrats and sent Richard R. Kenney 
to the senate. Addicks returned to the 
charge in 1898, when there was nnother 
deadlock lasting until the adjournment 
of the legislature in March, 1809. 

Then came the great campaign of 
1900, in which two senators were to be 
elected—one for the term which began 
in 1899, and unother for the term be- 
ginning in 1901. Addicks was nomi- 
nated by his followers for both the 
long and short terms. On Feb. 19 four 
of the regulars went over to Addicks for 
the short term, and on Marel 1 two 
others folowed them, increasing the Ad- 
dicks vote to 22, but leaving him still 
five short. The vote for the long term 
remained unchanged, and the session 
came to a close on Murch 7, with the 
two seats still unfilled. 

Last year the two Republican factions 
united on a state ticket, which was 
elected. When the balloting began on 
Jan. 20 of this year Addicks again turned 
up as a candidate for both terma, re- 
ceiving 21 votes for the long term and 
19 for the short term. R. R. Kenney 
and Willard Saulsbury each received 
21 votes and Henry A. Dunent and 
Anthony Higgins each 10 votes. The 
lines remained practically uuabroken 
until yesterday.

ALDRICH BILL IS KILLED 


Taunts About Killing of Statehood 


and Other Bills—No Abatement of 


Democratic Opposition 'n House, 


Which Will Continue to the End 


Washington, March 4.—The final de 
feat of the Aldrich financial bill was 
Wituessed in the senute when it was 
displaced by the Philippine tariff bill. 
Mr. Aldrich explained in detail his 
measure aud said that a small number 
of men in the senate had deliberately, 
with malice aforethought, murdered it. 

One of the features of the session 
was the fact that for the first time in 
two years Delaware was represented 
in the senate. J. I’. Allee and L. H. 
Ball, elected for the iong and short 
ferms respectively, appeared in’ the 
senate and were sworu in by President 
Pro Tem Frye. The senate now has 
its full membership of 90. 

In the course of débate yesterday 
Mr. Elkins declared that the Republi- 
can party had been false to its solemn 
pledges in three successive platforms 
with respect to statehood for Arizona, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico, and he 
said that it was the first time that that 
party had been guilty of filibustering.

placement and two battleships of 13,000 
tons displacement, and entirely etimi- 
nates the provision for cruisers.

Rid of Seoet. 

The tendency of pipes and furnace 
flues to fill with soot at this season of 
the year is so marked that any sugges- 
tion of a convenient remedy for that 
condition is worthy of serious consider- 
ation, A correspondent to the St. Paul 
Pioneer l’ress says that zine burned in 
the furnace is very effective. Just throw 
upon the fire a handful of zine filings 
or a piece of sheet zine as large as 
your hand, and it clears away the soot 
as if by magic. 

Once a week will suffice. Shut the 
door quickly after throwing in the zinc. 
Our informant says his family has used

How to Burn Sulphur. 
Sulphur is an excellent disinfectant 
when burned in the poultry house, but 
as sulphur melts and smothers the 
flame it is difficult to burn it satisfac- 
torily, says Garden and Farm. One 


way to do so is to dissolve one-half 


j pint of pine tar and one-half pint of 


turpentine in one-half gallon of kero- 
sene in an open vessel. Soak in this so- 
lution large corncobs until they are 
well saturated. Then take them from 
the solution and dust on them all of 


| the powdered sulphur that will stick to 


them. Use nails or pieces of wire and 
insert the pointed end into the large 
ends of the cob and then stick them on 
the floor. Remove all the combustible 
matter from the poultry house, permit- 
ting the fumes to enter every crack 
and crevice all over the surface, and 
the lice will be destroyed. This should 
be done once a wonth in warm 
weather. 


How to Brighten Crystal. 

To cleanse decanters and bottles that 
have become discolored fill three-quar- 
ters full cold water and add egg- 
shells crushed into small pieces and 
shake thoroughly. If this method does 
not the crystal to its pristine 
clearness, try ll quantity of spir- 
its of salt diluted with three times its 
weight of water.

MORGAN’S NEW LIBRARY. 


Bailding to Be Erected In Rear of 
Banker's New York Home, 

J. Pierpont Morgan's private library 
and art gallery to in the 
r of his Madison avenue and East 
in New York,

Thirty-sixth street home, 
will be the largest in the country. The 
architects, McKim, Mead & White, 
said that the plans had not been com- 
pleted, but the understanding is that 
it is Mr. Morgan’s purpose to have the 
structure built with as little Inconven- 
ience as possible to his neighbors and 
not have it dwarf houses near by. The 
cost of the structure is to be $350,000, 
says the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 

The plans In the bureau of buildings 
are for a two story structure, with a 
frontage of 115.2 feet on Thirty-sixth 
street and lawn space in front. It is 
to be in the shape of a T, the central 
section to be 73.5 feet in depth. The 
two wings are to be about forty feet 
each. The foundation is on bedrock 
at seven feet below the ground level. 
The foundations are of rock, and the 
supporting walls are to be of brick. 
There is to be a main hall, with the 
bookshelves along the wall, and sever- 
al mezzanine floors that are not to ex- 


ing in alcoves. The plans call for a 
building as fireproof as can be, as thou- 
sands of books and manuscripts are to 
be stored.

The third 
meusure did not carry a gift of money, 
but offered the people of the islands a 
key to prosperity which they could use 
themselves. This has beeu killed, and 
the responsibility must rest where it 
belongs, so that the country can judge 
between the authors and the destroyers 
of the measure.

Officials Play Careful Cards In 
Burdick Murder Case 


ARREST WILL SOON COME 


Buspect a Woman of Social Promi- 
nence, Who Will Have Friends and 
Money to Back Her When Crucial 


Time Comes—New Evidence 


Buifalo, March 5.—‘l am well satis- 
fied in my mind that 1 know the person 
who murdered Burdick. I also believe 
that we have not at present enough 
evidence to convict the gvilty purty. 
We have one card yet to pluy, one move 
yet to make, and with that move will 
come the knowledge of whether we have 
ailed or won. 

“Yo my mind sufficient motive has 
been established for the crime outside 
of the motive of wishing to avoid the 
publicity of divorce proceedings. ‘The 
web is being woven; time will tell the 
1esults.” 

This isa resume of an tuterview with 
District Attorney Coatsworth, given 
last evening. 

The superintendent of police, the 
chief of detactives, the district attorney 
and the assistant district attorney all 
concur in the belief that only one person 
was concerned in the brutal murder of 
Edwin L, Burdick. Of the four, Super- 
intendent Bull, Chief Cusack and First 
Assistant District Attoroey Abbott 
concur in saying the murderer was a 
woman. District Attorney Coats- 
worth, while maintaining hat one per- 
son committed the crime, will not state 
whether he believes it was a manora 
woman. 

“We thiak we could make an arrest 
now in safety,” said Superintendent 
Bull, “but we prefer to wait, as we be- 
lieve that certain eviderce which we 
wish to gather will lead to successful 
results.” 

One reason the police are observing 
euch extreme caution before making an 
arrest is that they realize the import- 
ance of having enough evidence to con- 
vict before a move is made. The woman 
who committed the crime is of social 
prominence, they beiieve, and therefore 
will have friends to back her when the 
erucial time comes. There will be 
money for her defense and a hard legal 
battle will be made. 

Less information is aliowed to find 
its way out of the district attorney's of- 
fice than heretofore. The publicity 
given the names of persons who bave 
called at the office no doubt has pre- 
vented many who night be able to give 
fome suggestion, sone incident that they 
deem significant, from imparting that 
information to the authorities. 

Yesterday the district attorney an- 
nounced through the press that any one 
desiring to confer with him might do 
so by telephone or if they wished to see 
him at his office their desire to conceal 
their identity would be respected. The 
result of this annouucenient bas been 
to bring a flood of new traterial into the 
Lands of the authoritica. The tele- 
phone in the district attorney’s pri- 
vate office was in use coustantly yes- 
terday afternoon. A Jarge number of 
persons, apparently high uy in the social 
scale, called and departed through the 
private entrance of the office. 

One of the new facts developed froin 
this source brings into the case an- 
other mysterious carriage. It is con- 
sidered to be of great importance. It 
Was an ordinary coupe, drawn by a 
team of dark-colored horses, It was 
halted on the night of the murder in 
Ashland avenue, north of the block in 
which is situated the Lurdick honie. 
The hour was late and the carriage and 
its unusual movements attracted at- 
tention. That is why its presence a 
block away is regarded as significant. 
In fact, it is looked upon as one of the 
most important clues of that particular 
kind that has come to light since the 
investigation began. One of the women 
who called the district uttorney on the 
telephone gave the inforwation.

Quincy Unusually Successful In 
Getting Building. 


During the early stages of a move- 
ment for a Federal building in Quincy 
the people were told that it was usually 
six years after the first favorable report 
before a city) secured a government 
building. 

To be sure Quincy has not obtained 
its new government building, and it 
may not be occupied for two years yet, 
but a site has been selected and yester- 
day President Roosevelt signed the 
Public Building bill which included 
$70,000 fora Federal building at Quincy. 

It was less than two years ago that a 
favorable’report was secured from a 
Congressional committee, recognizing 
the needs of a building in this city, so 
it looks as if Quincy would secure a 
building in four years, or two less time 
than Brockton and some other cities re- 
quired. 

The site selected is on Washington 
street, fronting the Thomas Crane pub- 
lic Library. While a little removed 
from City Square it is as near the depot 
as most of the recent locations, and 
with free delivery and mail collections 
the lecation is among the best pre- 
sented. 

With a county building on the 
Temple street corner and some years 
hence a new Coddington school on the 
Coddington street corner, Quincy would 
have an attractive group of public 
buildings. The business growth of the 
city will probably be on Washington 
street toward Quincy Point.

How to Brush the Hair. 

Many people are under the impres 
sion that a vigorous brushing of a 
hundred strokes at night and in the 
morning will have the effect of making 
the hair grow. This isa mistake. The 
brush should only be applied with a 
very gentle, almost caressing, motion 
Its only use is to impart gloss and 
make the hair smooth. To properly 
brush the hair care should be taken to 
part it at the middle and gently brush 
downward on exch side from parting 
to points with long, even strokes. Fre 
quent massaging of the scalp will be 
found beneficial and will do much to 
ward promoting the, growth of the hair 


How to Clean Ivory Ornaments. 

Place the articles in cold water and 
let them stand for twenty-four heurs 
Then remove from the water and lay 
them on some clean soft rag, but do 
not wipe them. Dry in the open air by 
a window and blow out any water that 
reimnains in the carving, for if water is 
allowed to stand on the ivory it discol 
ors it. 


How te Clean Cretonne Chair Covers. 

If the coverings cannot be taken off 
and washed, have them well rubbed 
with a cloth wrung out of cold wate: 
and ammonia, two teaspoonfuls to a 
pint. Keep turning and rinsing the 
cloth as it gets soiled, or the cover wil! 
look streaky when dry, and have fresh 
water when the first lot begins to look 
dirty. Soap should never be used when 
washing cretonne. Bran should be 
boiled in the water to soften it, and no 
soap will be needed. The best plan is 
to tle the bran in a bag. Unless this is 
done the water must be strained 


Hew to Break Glass Evenly. 

If you want to break off a glass bet 
tle or jar quite evenly, soak a piece of 
string in turpentine, tie it round the jar 
exactly where you want to break it and 
fill to just that point with cold water 
Then set fire to the string, and the 
glass will snap off all along the heated 
line. 


How to Clean Lamp Chimneys. 

A lamp chimney is best cleaned with 
& sponge. It should be polished with 
oli tissue paper. The gummy black 
that often gathers on a lamp chimney 
can be removed by rubbing the glass 
with dry salt and a dry cloth. 


How to Keep the Pantry Sweet. 

A small box of unslaked lime kept in 
the pantry will absorb all impurities 
and keep the air beautifully dry and 
Sweet. The lime must be changed ey- 
ery two or three weeks.

that it might vot find his brother, 
whom he still believed to be on the 
ship, Willis Peyton poured the shot 
from his division at shert—range 

the flagship and then attacked in sue- 
cession the other ships as they eame 
swarming up the channel in the wake 


| of the admiral. 


Boyd Peyton succeeded in saving an 
officer, eight men and the pilot from 
the Tecumseh, and a few others gained 
the beach under the fort by swim- 
ming, all that were left of the 116 
on board. Cuarefully and deliberate- 
ly scanning the water to see if any 
others were struggling there, he final- 
ly turned the prew of his boat 
toward the ship and rowed over toward 
the fleet. If that boat crew never 
pulled hard before, they did it then. 
The Hartford bad passed up long since. 


The Brooklyn was just heading up the 


channel. The Richmond and the Pen- 
sacola were going ahead. But the 
rearmost ships were almost stationary. 
His only chance would be to get aboard 
one of these. Sweeping around to 
port he rowed down the line through 
the fire swept sea, with his flag flying 
In a magnificently gallant passage of 
the channel He might have darted 
through an interval between one of the 
pairs and rowed in comparative safety 
down the port side of the fleet. To have 
done that would have been to lose 
time, however, and might have pre- 


| vented him from getting aboard of the 
| Ships. At any rate, with cool and 


thrilling courage he chose deliberately 
to pass between the ships andthe forts 
still heavily engaging. By hard row- 
ing he succeeded in gaining the deck 
of the Oneida, the last ship of the line, 
a slight sloop of war. 

The Oneida being without support re- 
ceived the concerted fire of the fort 
and the Tennessee, which had passed 


completely through the fleet, dealing | 


death and destruction to it on every 


band. As Peyton clambered on deck 
Captain Mullany, glad indeed for such 
re-enforcement, for his ship was suffer- 
ing severely in officers and men, gave 
him command ef one of the forward 
divisions, and distributed his men 
among the depleted gun crews. 

As the Oneida drew up opposite the 
fort she was forced to pass through a 
terrific besom of fire. A heavy shell 
from the fort exploded one of her boil- 
ers, killing all the men in the fireroom 
in the most dreadful manner, scalding 
them to death, indeed. Another shell 
from the ram struck the captain and 
tore off his arm—he was wounded in 
no less than five different places that 
day. Another set fire to the ship. Had 
it not been that the monitor Winne- 
bago gallantly interposed between thé 
Oneida and the Tennessee the wooden 
ship and her consort would have been 
torn to pieces and sunk then and there. 

The courage of the crew of the 
Oneida was beyond all praise. With 
the captain weltering in his blood, the 
ship on fire, the boilers exploding be- 
neath them, the men below shrieking 
and screaming in agony, they stuck 
to their guns as coolly as if nothing 
were happening, deliberately fring 
upon the fort and the ram as long as 
they were within range. Helpless them- 
selves, they were carried up the chan- 
nel by the valiant efforts of their lit- 
tle consort, the Galena, and the in- 
rushing tide, as Farragut had planned. 

By and by they, too, reached the 
fleet and anchored. Stopping for noth- 
ing, Peyton took his boat and started 
at once for the admiral on the Hart- 
ford, swinging quiet at anchor above 
the middle ground. The guns had 
been secured, the decks washed clear 
of their blood stains and the wounded 
carried below to the busy surgeons 


Going what they could for them. On 
the port side of the quarter deck lay a 
long line of dend men. As VDeyton 
stepped through the gangway he 
asked the officer there where the ad- 
miral was. 

“There,” replied the young man, 
pointing to the quarter deck. 

As Peyton went aft to report to him 
he saw him standing with his feet 
apart, his hands clasped behind his 
back, staring down at the bodies of 
the poor fellows who had been killed 
in the action. ‘Tears glistened in the 
old man’s eves, the young man noticed, 
as he looked at him. 

The dauntless hero of one of the 
greatest naval battles of modern times 
was mourning like a woman over his 
lost men.

He 
left work at 4 o’clovk. tiariepy says 
that it was 5:45 when Fiset cuime into 
the house, meeting his wife in the 
kitchen, she being engaged in preparing 
supper for boarders. Gariepy was in 
the kitchen also. He says that Fiset 
at once accused his wife of having en- 
tertained a man during the afternoou 
and referred to attentions this same 
man had paid to Mrs. Wiset. The 
Woman made a retort and Piset grasped 
her by the throat and linrled her to the 
floor. As she struggled to rise ana had 
gotten upon her knees, Fiset pulled out 
a revolver and placing it in frent of 
her breast tired. Guriepy says he 
-bolted out of the kitchen with the re- 
port of the weapon. <As he rushed into 
the street he heard another report. 

Gariepy says that when he went to 
the Fiset house in the afternoon a man 
whom he did not know was in the 
kitchen with Mrs. Fiset. This man 
left the house just about .ive minutes 
before Fiset came im. Gariepy says 
that the same man was in the house 
Tuesday and Mrs. Fiset made him 
promise not to tell her husband of this 
man’s visits. 

‘The police complete the story of the 
tragedy by describing the condition of 
the couple on their eutrarce to the 
house, as Gariepy had yivea the alarm 
aus tast as his legs could carry him to 
the station.

Washington, March 5.--The appro- 
priutions made during the session of 
eongress Which closed yesterday ag- 
greguted $753, 484.018, as against Ss00,- 
624,496 for the lust session. ‘The total 
for the entire congress thus footed up 
$1.554,108,514, or something more than 
$100,000,000 in excess of the total ap- 
propriations for the Fifty-Sixth con- 
gress, the total for that congress be- 
ing $1,440,480 45S. 

These tigures were embodied in a 
Stutement presented to the senate yes- 
terday by Mr. Allison, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations. The 
stuatemeut also contained an itemized 
Statement, showing the expenditures 
for the past session by bills as follows:

DUTY OFTHE ITY 


Another meeting of the union} 


To Make Suitable Provision 
for School Children. 


Comments of Supt. F. 
KE. Parlio. 


Abstract From His Annual Report 
to the School Committee. 


G 

F. E. Parlin, the superintendent of 
schools, makes the following com- 
ments op the school population and 
school accommodations in his annual 
report issued this week: 

Few persons are aware how fast the 
schoo! population of Quincy is increas- 
ing, how rapidly old school buildings 
are out-grown and new ones filled up; 
and many wonder why there should be 
a constant demand for additional build- 
ings. Brietly stated the reason is 
simply this, during the last few years 
the increase in pupils has been greater 
than the increase in accommodations. 
The school census this year contains 
three bundred forty more names of 
children between five and fifteen years 
of age than it .did last year, and the 
average annual increase for the last 
three years Las been over two hundred. 

A building like the Cranch, Gridley 
bryant or Massachusetts Fields by 
overcrowding will heuse four hundred 
fifty pupils but can properly aceommo- 
date only four hundred. Thus it will 
be seen that, if the present pupils were 
adequately provided for, the rate of 
increase continues the same as last 
year, and all the old buildings remain 
in use, at least two nine-room buildings 
would be required every three years. 

But neither of the conditions is prop- 
erly admissible. The first is already 
contrary to fact, there being two overflow 
rooms in the Quincy district, a room oc- 
cupied in the basement of the Coddington 
which is unfit for class use, a room in 
the Washington with an enrollment of 
over seventy-five, one in the Lincoln 
with over eighty and another with over 
sixty, and several classes of about 
sixty in the Willard, besides the 
chronic congestion at the High School. 

Considering the prospective growth 
of the city the annual increase in the 
number of pupils is likely_to be largely 
augmented. As to the continued use 
of certain old buildings, anyone familiar 
with the state requirements who will 
take the trouble to inspect them can 
determine the probability; at least, he 
can easily decide whether they are suit- 
able structures for school purposes or 
not. The long since condemned Wash- 
ington building will soon be replaced 
by a new one. 

Very unfortunately for all concerned 
it bas been necessary to occupy during 
the last two years the once abandoned 
Old High School. Parents, pupils and 
teachers have good grounds for object- 
ing to the use of this building although 
it furnishes the best accommodations 
the School Department can provide. 

In some respects the Coddington is 
the most antiquated building in the 
city. Itis the only building heated 
entirely by means of stoves. I sincere- 
ly hope its efficient and highly esteemed 
principal who has served the city so 
long and faithfully may have the 
pleasure of conducting her school in a 
modern building and under favorable 
conditions before she retires from 
office. 

It is never pleasant to call attention 
to defects er tu present the disagree- 
able side of the question. But the in- 
terests involved in this case are too 
vital and important and the demands 
for relief too urgent and persistent 
either to be wisely ignored or easily 
put aside. The duty of the city to 
make suitable provision for the educa- 
tional needs of its children is impera- 
tive, and there is no doubt of itsability 
and willingness to do so as soon as 
those needs are clearly and generally 
known.

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TOLD OF “BALDY” SMITH. 
Incidents In the Famous Civil War 
General's Career. 

Of the late General William Farrar 
Smith's strenuous work in the army 
much was written while he figured be- 
fore the public, which it is interesting 
now to recall. “Baldy” Smith was the 
name by which the general was best 
known. His premature baldness was 
responsible for the title. A writer in 
the Brooklyn Eagle on March 20, 1879, 

said: 

His first engagement of any impor- 
tance was on April 16, 1862, at a place 
variously known as Lee’s Mills and as 
Wynne’s Mills, on the Yorktown line.

He then sent the 
Sixth Vermont into the swamp below 
the dam, and a desperate struggle en- 
sued. The first line was carried, but 
either the regiment was not properly 
supported or the Confederates were too 
strong, and our troops were repulsed 
with considerable loss. At Williams- 
burg one of Smith's brigades, com- 
manded by General Hancock, covered 
itself with glory. It forced its way 
through the enemy's intrenchments on 
our extreme right, and had General 
Smith been allowed to re-enforce it, as 
he begged to be allowed to do, he 
would have taken the enemy complete- 
ly in flank and rear and would have 
ended that affair very differently. 
General Smith was never wounded,

although he exposed himself like a 
grenadier. He stood within a dozen 


yards of the first limber chest exploded 
in the Army of the Potomac and ex- 
hibited no more concern than if the 
Confederate shell that did the mischief 
had been a message of peace and good 
will.

He is convinced that in the location 
of towns and in the west in future 
the bureau over which he presides will 
be called on for data as to climatic 
conditions running over a series of 
years before the exact locations are 
chosen. 

Americans Going to Manitoba, 

Great preparations are being made 
by the Canadian government and by 
the Canadian Pacific railway for the 
advent of new settlers in the western 
part of the Dominion this spring, says 
the London Express, Five hundred 
families will soon arrive in Manitoba 
to settle on land secured from the gov- 
ernment. They are going into the Do- 
minion from the United States under 
the auspices of a Roman Catholic mis- 
sion, whose headquarters are in Minne- 
sota. At Regina, still farther west, 
settlers are expected as soon as the 
weather permits, numerous land grants 
having been taken up in that district, 
with the result that land values have 
increased very materially.

A new game is threatening the pop- 
ularity of bridge, says a London cable 
dispatch to the New York Herald. It 
is four handed bezique, which was tn- 
vented by Baron George de Reuter, and 
has just been publicly brought out. A 
fast and furious frenzy over anything— 
like that which has made bridge the 
one and only game—inevitably brings 
its own reaction.

Minimum and maximom salary of 
principals: Grammar, $1,000—$1,400, 
High, $1,800—$2, 200.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning March 
S—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Lessons from the sermon on the 
mount: What Christ teaches about heart 
righteousness.—Matt. v, 20-48; vi, 16-18 


Christianity is a religion of grace, 
but this does not mean that it is a re- 
Sin is not to abound 
in the Christian life that grace may 
much more abound. Christ came not 
to destroy the law, but to fulfill it. The 
grace of Christ “is not a pardon of the 
past with indifference as regards the 
future. It is forgiveness as a founda- 
tion and preparation for a new and bet- 
ter life. More is expected of the Chris- 
tian than of the Jew, of the convert 
No one realized 
this fact more than Christ, and He 
took particular pains to lay stress upon 
it in the sermon on the mount. He 


{demands a superior righteousness of 


His followers to that of Judaism. what 
our topic well calls “heart righteous- 
ness.” Wheat does He teach about it? 

1. Christ teaches that Christian right- 
eousness begins in the heart. The right- 
eousness of the Jews was external rath- 
er than internal. It consisted too much 
in the deeds of the hand rather than 
in a right heart condition. But Christ 
wanted this order reversed in Chris- 
tlanity; hence He said, “Except your 
righteousness shall exceed the right- 
eousness of the scribes and Pharisees 
ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” In fasting they dis- 
figured their faces that men might see 
their pretended devotion. In praying 
they stood upon the street corners that 
men might witness their supposed pie- 
ty. Though guiltless perhaps of overt 
acts of sin, they were not guiltless of 
malice and hate and lust within. But 
Christ demands inward righteousness, 
interna! good will toward brethren and 
purity of heart as well as of life. 

2. Christ teaches that heart right- 
eousness should be cultivated at any 
sacrifice. To rid the heart as well as 
the life of sin may require heroic treat- 
ment, Actions are much easier con- 
trolled than thoughts and imagina- 
tions. The hands may be kept clean 
while the heart is far from pure, but 
clean hands and pure hearts are both 
required of those who would find ac- 
ceptance with God in Christ; hence at 
any cost heart righteousness should be 
developed. It should be valued above 
any physical organ, such as an eye or 
a hand. God’s Spirit alone can create 
in us clean hearts, and we should de- 
pend upon Hi to keep us in inward 
righteousness. 

3. Christ teaches that heart right- 
eousness should manifest itself in the 
life. Reconciliation is to precede the 
consecration of gifts at God's altar; ad- 
versaries are to be agreed with speed- 
ily; for any wrong done full retribution 
is to be made; personal and social oaths 
are to be avoided; vengeance is to give 
place to meekness, and in the various 
relations of life more 1s to be given than 
can be legally demanded—for one coat 
two are to be given; for one mile two 
miles—that is, Christians who are right- 
eous at heart must also be so in their 
lives, and not only so, but they must 
exceed in their lives what can be just-

TRELLIS FOR SWEET PEAS. 


Plants Will Not “Burn” on It as on 
Wire Netting. 

The diagram shows the construction 

of the best and cheapest trellis we 

have ever used for sweet peas. The 


posts are of 2 by 4 Ineb stuff, each 
eight feet long, set two feet in the 
ground and sixteen feet apart. Narrow 
boards, 1 by 2 inches, are nailed to the 
top and bottom of the posts after set- 
Small wire nails are driven part 
way in six inches apart the entire 
length of the boards. The work is 
easier done if the nails are driven in 
before nailing the boards to the posts. 
Let the nails in the top strip slant up- 
ward and those in the bottom one slant 
downward, to prevent the slipping of 
the netting from the nails. Nail the 
top strip on first, measure down on 
the post, driving in nails every six 
inches, and then nail on the bottom 
strip. Have a ball of gardener’s bunch- 


ting.

ing twine (cost 5 cents), tie the end 
of the twine to the nail at the left up- 
per corner, cross diagonally to B, wind 
the twine once around the nail and go 
to C, then to D, etc. Draw the twine 
snug, and always wind once around 
Fill the entire frame, end- 
Tie the twine very securely 
and break off. This is the warp. 

For the filling, tie the end of the 
twine to the nail marked F, cross to G, 
then to H, then to I, etc. Weave the 
filling into the warp by passing the 
ball alternately over and under the 
threads of the warp. Peas do better on 
a treliis of this kind than on brush or 
wire netting. We have no difficulty in 
| coaxing them to climb to the top or be- 

yond. The vines never burn on this 

trellis as they will on a wire one dur- 
ing the heated term. When the frost 
puts them out of business, cut the 
strings loose at the four corners of the 
frame, pull the vines, and the entire 
mass of vines and twine can be slipped 
off the frame in two minutes and car- 
ried away to be burned on the rubbish 
heap. Any one who has tried to clear

search, the latest benefaction which 
John Db. Rockefeller is planning for hu- ' 
manity.

In this 
building will be provided the most elab- 
orate equipment for investigation in 
departments of physiological chemistry, 
hygiene and preventive medicine, phar- 
macology and therapeutics, normal and 
pathclogical physiology and the study 
of bacteria and other micro-organisms. 

In order to ally the research work of 
the Rockefeller institute closely with 
practical medicine it is the purpose of 
the directors to erect in the near future 
a hospital where special groups of pa- 
tients may be treated, as it is one of 
the functions of this benefaction not 
only to discover the causes of disease,

These wil! be termed fellows, 
scholars, to whom grants of 
money of varying amounts will be giv- 
en. There will thus be quite a large 
corps of permanent, well trained per- 
whose entire time will be de- 
voted to research work. It is also in- 
tended that provision will be made for 
voluntary independent workers who 
may wish to avail themselves of the 
resources of the institute to-work out 
their own special problems under such 
supervision as may be afforded them. 

Dr. Simon Flexner, who has been 
chosen director of the laboratory of the 
institute, is now professor of pathology 
at the University of Pennsylvania. He 
is a native of Louisville and is forty 
years old. He is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Louisville and for some 
years was professor of pathology at the 
Johns Hopkins university at Baltimore, 
from which place he went to Philadel- 
phia. Dr. Flexner is a fellow of the 
College of Physicians of Philadelphia, 
member of the Association of Ameri- 
can Physicians and corresponding 
member of the Medico-Chirurgical so- 
ciety of Bologna. He was one of the 
commission sent to the Philippines to 
study the subject of army dysentery. 

This institute, which it is thought 
Will involve an expenditure of 310,000.- 
000 when Mr. Rockefeller’s Plans are 
fully carried out, will have much in 
common with the great institutions of 
research in Europe, but it will have 
some features which are quite its own. 
Besides the great aid to scientific in- 
quiry and experiment which Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s plans aim to obtain it is his 
hope that the greatest possible practi- 
eal general good may be achieved.

WOMAN KILLED BURDICK 


Original Theory of Buffalo Po- 
lice Remains Unshaken 


FACTS TO STRENGTHEN IT 


Much-Wanted Suspect Was Seen by 


Four Men at Different Points— 


Wickedness In Social Circles Re« 


ferredto In Sundiy Sermons 


Buffalo, March 9¥.--The most im- 
portant development in the Surdick 
murder mystery yesterday was the dis- 
covery by the police evidence to 
corroborate the story told by Policeman 
Meyer of meeting a ione "oman on Ash- 
land avenue about 1 uclock on the 
night of the murder. ‘he police will 
not divulge the name of the person who 
has come forward with the additional 
evidence. The fact that they are still 
working on the “lone woman” clue in- 
dicates that they have not abardoncd 
the theory that a woniuin Lad a band in 
the crime. 

The three unknown women \ ho have 
figured in the case so far as known up 
to this time are described as the “lone 
woman,” the “lost woman” and the 
woman taken to the corner of Ashland 
avenue and Summer street by a cab 
driver. ‘The general description given 
to the police by those who stwa woman 
in the vicinity of the Burdick louse on 
the night of the murd +r tallies in many 
details. The three were seen at dif- 
ferent times and under unusual cir- 
cumstances. 

The woman of whom the cabman bas 
given inforination was taken to the 
corner of Ashland avenues and Summer 
street, shortly after midnight on the 
night of the murder. She walked 
rapidly up Ashland avenue in the di- 
rection of Burdick’s house. The lone 
woman was met by !utrolinan Meyer 
at Ashland and Bryant at 1 a. m. on 
the sume night. ‘The “lost woman” 
was met at about 1:30 a. m. within four 
blocks of the Burdiex home. It is the 
opinion of the doctors who examined 
Burdick’s bsdy on che following morn- 
ing that he had been killed between 12 
and 1 o'clock. 

A well known business man directed 
the “lost woman” to a ear. She told 
him she wanted to «et to the corner of 
Franklin and Tupper streets. Ker 
inanner was excited and nervous. The 
“lost woman” took a car down town 
about 1:30. The business nan saw her 
board the car. That would bring her 
down town about 2 o'clock. The eab 
driver was on lower Main street at that 
hour and was surprised to see there the 
“fare” whom he had taken to Ashland 
and Summer street two hours pre- 
viously. He is positive it wus she. 
Are these three women one and the 
same? That is the yuestion the police 
will endeavor to answer. 

Here isa brief outline of the facts that 
strengthen the theory that one woman 
Was seen by all four witnesses and that 
she entered the Burdick house: Mid- 
night, left cab; 12 to i n. 1. may have 
been in Burdick house; 1a. m., seen by 
Meyer; 1:15 a. m., met >y new witness; 
1:80 a. m., boards cur at Ferry and 
Main streets, escorted by business man; 
2 a. m., again seen down town by cab 
driver. 

The Burdick case was referred to 
from the pulpits of some of the churches 
of the city yesterday. Atthe Lafayette 
Baptist church, Rey. George Whitman 
said: “Recent events in our city have 
revealed the gay, irreligious Ife which

---Has Good Record. 


Capt. Barclay, now captain of the 
Boston Navy Yard, has been assigned 
to command the Puget sound naval sta- 
tion to take effect, it is expected, June 
1, says a Washington dispatch to the 
Herald. He will become a rear admiral 
soon after that date. Capt. George F. 
F. Wilde, captain of the Portsmouth 
(N. H.) yard, will be assigned as 
captain of the Boston Navy Yard, to 
succeed Capt. Barclay. 

Capt. Wilde was born in Braintree, 
Mass., Feb. 23, 1845, and graduated 
from the naval academy in the class of 
1865. His first assignment, as mid- 
shipman, was to the steam sloop Sus- 
quehanna. He was promoted to master 
Dec. 1. 1866, and commissioned lieuten- 
ant March 12, 1868. Dec. 10 of the 
same year was commissioned 
lieutenant-commander and 
several vessels of the Earopean 
North Atlantic squadrons, as_ inspector 
of ordinance at South Boston from 
February, 1878, to 1879, and as light- 
house inspector from 1883 to 1855. 

He was promoted to full 
in October, 1885, and given command 
of the Dolphin. Later he served on the 
Vandalia as executive officer. In 1894 
he was made secretary of the lighthouse 
board and served until 1898S. In April 
of that year he was ordered to the com- 
mand of the ram Katahdin.

EXPLOSION OF OIL CARS 


Results In Killing of at Least 
Twenty-Two Persons 


TERRIBLE SCENES ENACTED 


Many Fell Dead Where They Stood, 
While 
Others Groveled In Ditches In Fran. 


Overcome by Awful Heat, 


tic Efforts to Extiuguish Flames 


Olean, N. Y., March 10.—More than a 
ecore of people were killed and a larger 
number were injured by an explosion of 
oi] near here last night. A freight 
train on the Erie, made up principally 
of tank cars filled with oil, 
two north of the city, 


broke in 
at about 9 o'clock. 
The two sections of the train came to- 
gether with a crash and one of the oil 
tanks was demolished. 


Tire broke out 


almost instantly and the sky was 
lighted up for miles. 

A large crowd of people left the 
city for the scene of the fire. While 


they were lined up along the tracks a 
terrific explosion occurred. The times 
communicated quickly with the other 
tank cars and a second and third ex- 
plosion followed each other in rapid 
succession. Sheets of tiames shot out 
in all directions. 

Scores of persons were caught witn- 
in the zone of the fire and enveloped ia 
flames. Men aud boys ran screaming 
down the tracks with their clothing a 
mass of flames. Others fell where they 
stood, overcome by the awful heat. 
Just how many were killed is not 
known, a8 many of the bodies were in- 
cinerated. 

Sydney’ Fish, a prominent business 
man, returned from the scene of the 
fire at midniglit. Hesaid: “I was at- 
tracted to the scene of the fire between 
9:30 and 10 o'clock. When T was with- 
in a quarter of a mile of the wrecked 
train there was a terrific explosion. 
Flames shot outwards and upwards for 
a greatdistance. [saw several persons 
who started to run away drop on the 
railroad tracks and they never moved 
again. Others who had been standing 
close to the wreckage were hurled 
throug the air for hundreds of feet. 
Half a dozen young boys ran down the 
tracks with their clothing on fire. They 
resembled human torches. I could 
hear their agonized screams distinetly 
from where I stood. They ran some 
distance down the track and tben 
threw themselves to the ground, groyel- 
ling in the ditches in their frantie ef- 
forts to extinguish the flames. Then 
they laid still, some of them uncon- 
scious, others dead. I don’t know how 
many were killed, but I counted 20 
bodies before I came away.” 

At midnight the first of the wounded 
arrived at the hospital. They were 
Joung boys. Their injuries were 
frightful. Great patches of flesh were 
burned off and hung in shreds from their 
bodies. 

The staff at the hospitul was ut- 
terly unable to cope with the work so 
suddenly thrust upon them. LEvery 
doctor in the city was called upon and 
three came down from the village of 
Alleghany to lend their assistance. 
Every one of them worked like trojans 
from midnight until a late hour in the 
morning, doing everything in their 
power to assuage the terrible sufferings 
of the injured. 

The latest es imate of the casualties 
place the number of dead at 22 and the 
injured at 45. Some of the injured 
will die.

ment House Fire at Lostov 

Boston, March 10.—Severa! families 
of Polish Jews occupying the  three- 
story tenement building at 51 Webster 
street, East Boston, 
death from fire and smoke this morning 
only through tremendous energy and 
bravery of the firemen, and it is be 
lieved that every one escaped aud will 
survive the experience. 

The fire broke out on the lower floor 
and spread so rapidly that people up 
Stairs had to jump out of the windows 
to save themselves. The firemen put 
up ladders and by groping their way 
through the smoke in the diffcrent 
rooms rescued a large number of chil- 
dren. Fora few minutes the scene at 
the fire was very exciting, fire nets 
were spread in the street and the rescu- 
ing firemen were obliged to toss those 
whom they had rescued out of the 
windows. 

Some of the adults, both men and 
women, who were afraid to leap from 
the windows, had rushed to the roof 
and from there weve taken down on lad- 
ders. Both the police and firemen were 
handicapped in their work of rescue by 
the lack of knowledge of the number 
of inmates in the building. ‘Lhe fire in 
itself was not very serious, and after it 
was out a hasty search of ail the rooms 
was made. The police failed ro find 
any victims. Several of the rescued 
people, especially the children, were 
overcome by smoke and are now quite 
ill. Few of them suffered burns, but 
only Anna Lovinsky, aged 13, is in a 
Serious state from this cause,

‘Funeral of Well Known Former 
Resident at First Church. 


In Mrs. William F. Whitney who 
passed away in Brooklyn, the 5th inst. 
was embodied in a marked degree the 

| spirit of old Quincy. By birth and 
marriages she was related to families 
long established in this ancient com- 
munity, and well and widely known for 
their vigor and influence. Thedaughter 
of John Briesler, then a leading mer- 
chant of Quincy, she inherited the 
virility, steadfastness, persistence and 
patience of that Dutch infusion which 
was introduced by the settlers who gave 
Germantown it name. No _ ordinary 
man was John Briesler. He is remem- 
bered yet for his intelligence, broad- 
mindedness, and large Luman sym- 
pathies. He was born in the old house 
in which President John Quincy Adams 
first saw the light, and upon his mar- 
riage went to live in the home in which 
he died,—that landmark which until 
recently stood on the curve of Hancock 
| street where Granite street begins. 

Here his daughter Abigail was born 
Marcb 27,1824. On the 3d of February 
1847, she was married to William F. 
Whitney. The Whitneys came from 
Northboro to Quincy. The Rev. Peter 
Whitney, who was settled over First 
church in 1800, was an uncle of William 
and probably drew his relations to this 
town, 

At all events for several generations 
the Whitneys have been prominent ip 
town and church affairs. 

Mrs. Whitney early took part in the 
religious and charitable activities of 
First church, was its organist fora 
| number of years, was in its Sunday 
| school, served on various committees, 
and showed marked capabilities as 

| President of the Fragment society. In- 

deed ‘‘Aunt Abby”? as she was familiar- 
ly called came to be generally known 
for her neighborly qualities and her 
efficiency in benevolent enterprises. 

Her only child, Abby Foster Whitney, 
was married in the old house to Mr. 
William R. Polson, now a successful 
business man of New York. It followed 
naturally that when Mr. Whitney died 
in 1888, the mother was drawn to the 
daughter’s home. And there in Brook- 
lyn after the bitterness of her bereave- 
ment had passed away Mrs. Whitney 
enjoyed one of the most peaceful and 
contented periods of her life. Tenderly 
cared for by her daughter, a ministra- 
tion in which Mr. Polson affectionately 
shared, she grew old gracefully, retain- 
ing her keen interest in all great ques- 
tions, enlarging ber experience, seeing 
the things worth seeing in the vast life 
of the nation’s metropolis, and extend- 
ing the circle of her friends. Her 
hearts desires were gratified and she 
broadened with her enlarging horizon. 


She was entering with zest into the 
preparations for the celebration of the 
sixteenth birthday of her granddaugh- 
ter, Mildred Whitney Polson, when she 
was stricken down. ‘Thus swiftly and 
with but little suffering, was ended the 
earthly life of a good woman, It was 
fully rounded, rich in affectionate ser- 
vices, and in a strong and uplifting 
faith, 

Among her nearer relatives, besides 
her daughter, are her two only sisters, 
Mrs. Sally Nash and Mrs, Mary Pollock, 
Both are well advanced in years and 
are among our best known residents. 
Deeply do they feel the inroad death 
has made into their small circle. Mrs. 
Nash is the mother of ex-Councilman 
John W. Nash, proprietor of our oldest 
grocery store, known in tbe past 
Whitney & Nash’s and before that as 
Briesler’s. Mrs. Pollock has _a number 
of sons and daughters who are keenly 
sensible of the loss they have sustained 
in the death of ‘‘Aunt Abby.’’ 

Funeral services were held in Brook- 
lyn last Sunday, many friends, by their 
presence and by their floral tributes, 
expresssing their esteem and sorrows.

McPhee, who died in jail of typhoid 
fever, and Rey. William Ficklaud of 
the Chartes Street A. M. EB. church, who 
bad been asked to officiate, marked the 
funeral of Perry yesterday. The 
clergyman had prepared a statement 
which he wished to read, expecting 
that the public would be admitted to the 
service. Mrs. Abbie Conway, mother 
of Perry, however, had determined on 
a private service and so informed the 
minister. After some discussion the 
mother had her way and Rev. Mr. 
Fickland, after the services, gave bis 
statement to the newspapers. Init he 
demanded an investigation of Verry’s 
treatment in the East Cambridge jail 
and an investigation to determine 
whether or not the young man’s death 
wis due to natural causes. 

In his statement Rey. 
said: 

“The sad oceurrence of the death of 
the deceased and the serious chain of 
circumstances connected herewith 
bring me under obligations to the pub- 
lie. Scarcely could a more serlous 
thing have happened than this. While 
very much of greater Boston may feel 
that it has a new lease of life because 
of this sad occurrence, it should be 
forcibly reminded that this belief is 
simply the result of imaginary de- 
liverance from the hands of the ruth- 
less; that the more reserved of intel- 
ligent citizens still feel an anxiety for 
the safety of society. For the com- 
mission of crime its perpetrator may 
be either young or old, experienced or 
unexperienced, but for its concealmenta 
certain degree of maturity of mind Is 
of absolute necessity. It is therefore 
not reasonable to assume that one so 
young and inexperienced, with no high- 
er degree of intelligence, should have 
displayed such adroitness as was ape 
parent in the evasion of the compara 
tively omnipresent news detectives. 

“When we take carefully into § ac- 
count the very suspicious course pur- 
sued in veotilating the facts in this case, 
it was not difficult to see the great vant 
of a serious desire to discover the 
actually guilty party. The thinking 
public should not only demand a thor- 
ough investigation, but an explanation 
of the trusted keepers of the prisons as 
to the reason why it was necessary that 
young Perry should die. If this nat- 
ural end is not the result of natural

Pekin, March 11.—The governor of 
Chi Li province’ discovered that 
boxers, well armed, were drilling at 
night in a town 100 miles east of Pekin. 
The boxers were dispersed by troops 
after a dozen of them and several sol- 
diers had been killed. The governor 
ordered the prisoners to be beheaded 
and issued a proclamation imposing the 
death penalty on members and abettors 
of the organization. 


Assets Exceed Liabilities 

Woonsocket, R. I., March 11.—The 
Taft-Peirce Manufacturing cowupany of 
this city, makers of flue machinery by 
contract, was placed in the hands of a 
receiver yesterday. The plaut, which 
employs about 850 men, will be op- 
erated as usual unless the court should 
see fit to otherwise direct. An ap- 
proximate estimate places the assets at

$165,000.

New Stairways, New Basement 


Room, Electric Lights, Etc. 


It was mentioned briefly in Tuesday's 
Ledger that a grille inner door bad 
been placed at the entrance to the tomb 
of the two Presidents, John Adams and 
John Quiucy Adams, so that 
might be visited by the public. 

This mention, however, did not con- 
vey just what has been done. 

Thousands of Quincy people have 
been to the basement of the First 
church and looked witb silent admira- 
tion at the solid stone door securely 
locked, whicb led to the room where 
the four catcombs containing the re- 
mains of the two Presidents and their 
wives rested. 

Comparatively few, however, bave 
been permitted to enter, or even look 
into this sacred roem as the keys have 
been in possession of the Adams family. 
however, it will be possible to 
into the

Now, 
visit the tomb and to look 
inner chamber. 

In the first place the front portion of 
the church basement has been parti- 
tioned off. The floor has been cemented 
and the ceiling sheathed. Two new 
stairways have been built, one on 
either side leading from the basement 
to the vestibule on the first floor of the 

eburch. 

The room in which the four cata- 
combs are located has been painted 
white and the floor has been cemented, 
and the grille door is on the inner end 
of the archway leading from the base- 
ment proper. 

Heretofore people who have been 
privileged to look into this sacred room 
have found it dark, and but little more 
than the outline of the catacombs could 
be seen. Now, however, this room 
and the front basement has been fitted 
with electric lights, so that when the 
outer stone door is opened, and the 
lights turned on, the inuer room is as 
light as day. 

One other thing isto be done, and 
that is to enclose in a glass case the 
old town hearse which was used at the 
funeral of President John Quincy 
Adams. This is done to protect it 
from relic hunters who have already 
carried away much of the drapery on 
one side of it. 

It is also proposed from time to time 
to add otber relics to the basement aud 
it is proposed to charge a smal] admis- 
sion fee to defray necessary expenses.

Wherever 
this originated I wish to say that the 
statement is absolutely false. 

In the first place I have no use for 
such information, and my last advice 
to ber on leaving the office, was to keep 
the business of the office strictly to 
herself. As far as I know she has al- 
ways done so. 

The statement concerning collection 
of taxes from me, published in the 
Ledger in December, was taken en- 
tirely from the report of the City 
Treasurer for November, and the Tax 
Collector’s report for 1901. Not a 
single word or figure was given by or 
asked from any clerk of City Hall. 

Avy person familiar with figures can 
figure out just such statement at any 
time. A. L. Baker,

IMPORTANT BILLS. 


Quincy Interested in Measures Be- 
fore Metropolitan Committee. 


There are several important hearings 
before the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs at the State House this week in 
which Quincy is interested ina finan- 
cial way. 

Two of these hearings are today and 
are to compensate for damages in tbe 
town of Clinton caused by the building 
of the Metropolitan reservoir, and the 
other is for the payment of damages to 
persons in Clinton and Berlin. 

The state has already settled witb 
the town of Clinton and these bills are 
to compensate private individuals. If 
the bills pass it will mean tbat the 
Legislature will be fluoded with bills 
of asimilar nature and the expense 
involved would mean many thousands 
of dollars. 

The City of Quniucy being in the 
Metropolitan Water district would 
therefore be called upon to bear its pro- 
portional share of the expense. 

Mayor Bryant is fully alive to these 
matters, and be, with City Solicitor 
Sleckaar and Commissioner Knowlton, 
were present to oppose the passage of 
both bills. 

Tomorrow the same committee will 
give a hearing on the bill to exempt 
Newton from the Metropolitan Water 
district until it takes water from the 
system, and the bill to compensate 
Newton for damages from the Metro- 
politan Water board; also a bill that 
sball prohibit work by this board in 
Newton until approved by the Mayor. 

On Friday this same committee will 
give a hearing on the bill to compen- 
sate C, W. Felt of Clinton for damages. 

It is for the interest of Quincy that 
all of these bills should not pass and 
Mayor Bryant will oppose them. 
Quincy did not get damages when 
thousands of acres of its taxable pro- 
perty were taken for a reservation.

The Boston papers are all taking up 
the subject of the debate to be held at 
the Washington Street church next 
Monday evening by the Young Men’s 
club of Quincy Point, with great ridi- 
cule. One paper suggests that the 
bachelors look around for board and 
lodging in some other part of the city. 
William West‘ will take the affirma- 
tive and C. H. Foot the negative, and 
it is especially advisable for these 
young men to read the Ledger this 
week for desirable board and rooms.

University Founded by Women, 

One of the oldest collegiate institu- 
tions for women in the United States is 
said to be Ingham university at Le 
Roy, N. Y. In 1835 Misses Mariette and 
Emily E. Ingham opened the Le Roy 
Female seminary, obtaining a charter 
in 1841. It was so successful and 
ranked so high that its founders when 
retiring from business wished to per- 
petuate it and made over the school 
and its properties to the synod of Gene 
see. Chartered as a collegiate institu- 
tion in 1852, it was the first to intro- 
duce a college curriculum into the edu- 
cation of young women. In 1857 full 
university privileges were obtained. 


Sauce Tartare. 

Every cook should know how to 
make three or four simple sauces, for 
nothing adds more to the appetizing 
qualities of a meal. The French cynic 
who said that the reason why the Eng- 
lish considered it bad form to dip their 
bread in their sauces was because they 
had no sauces worth dipping bread in- 
to had a slight foundation for his re- 
mark. A thick mayonnaise is the basis 
for sauce tartare. Add to it a table- 
spoonful of chopped cucumber pickle, 
chopped olives, a few capers and a 
dash of onion juice, season rather high- 
ly and toss lightly. 


A Medicine Cabinet. 

Any wall cahinet or shelf in the clos- 
et or a starch box with cover hinged on 
will answer to keep medicine in, but it 
is convenient to have a compartment to 
Ick to keep the more powerful reme- 
dies in, and above all things, if you 
must have anything poisonous in the 
house, keep it up high, hidden away in 
some different place. Then there will 
be no danger of a sad mistake in the 
dose. It is well to have one of the 
cards or slips which contain directions 
for emergency cases tacked on the door 
or lid of the box.. 


To Wash Silk Ribbons. 

Silk ribbons can be washed in a suds 
made of lukewarm water and soap, but 
they must not be wrung if you want 
them to look nice. Wash in a second 
lot of suds and rinse in clear cold wa- 
ter. Then, without wringing, lay the rib- 
bon on a fiat surface and with rather a 
stiff nailbrush brush it sideways till all 
creases are removed. Leave until thor. 
oughly dry. A marble mantelpiece 
makes a capital place on which to leave 
it to dry. 


Stockings. 

When going over the stockings which 
have come up from the wash, make all 
the good ones into flat rolls and all 
those in need of mending into round 
rolis.

of Nickel-Steel Plates Being Put In 


Place--Armor Plates Arriving. 


The plates for the outside armor-belts 
of the battle-ships New Jersey and 
Rhode Island are arriving at the Fore 
River shipyard. They are very large 
and heavy and are brought to the yard 
on lighters from Boston, where they 
are delivered by rail. The steel signal- 
towers and communication-tubes for 
the battleships have been on hand some 
time. The towers are the points from 
which the ships would be fought in a 
battle, and are intended to withstand a 
rain of shot; the tubes are also shot- 
proof, for they will contain the electric 
wires and speaking tubes connecting 
the engine-room and the turrets. 

The nickel-steel plates for the protec- 
tive decks of the battleships are being 
put in place pow and the supporting 
frames and beams of the gun decks are 
rising. The work of affixing the pro- 
tective plate is necessarily slow, since 
each is fastened to the double steel 
decking by some 70 rivets, the holes

Mr. Sanborn being a con- 
temporary with Ralph Waldo Emerson 
and Henry David Thoreau, was able to 
give their opinions of Whitman and to 
make his talk very interesting. Whit- 
man, he said, reminded him of Garret 
Smith. He spoke of his striking ap- 
pearance, his remarkable composure, 
his Dutch origin, his principles and 
his courage. His portrayal of incidents 
of the Civil war were very vivid. He 
liked to talk of his writings. Many of 
his critics were unjust, and have given 
people wrong impressions of the man. 

Mr. Laurens Maynard read an ex- 
haustive paper on the works of Whit- 
man, and quoted from bis poems, and 
also the favorable opinions which Inger- 
sol and others bad of Whitman. The 
speaker believed Whitman's poetry 
great as poetry. His philosophy of 
man was largely of himself but not in 
egotism; rather asa type of univeral 
man. Whitman believed in the 
strength of personality. The speaker 
told of the main features in Whitman’s 
philosophy and the beauty in them.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Fresh paint stains will almost ale 
ways yield to a brisk rubbing with a 
soft cloth dipped in vinegar. 

Vinegar and tea leaves used together 
are excellent for cleaning specimen 
glasses and other vases discolored by 
flowers. 

Onions should be kept in a cool, dry 
place, but never placed in the icebox. 
They will keep well if placed in paper 
bags and hung up. 

It is said that the wick of a lamp 
if frayed out to about an inch at the 
end which is immersed will give a 
much brighter and stronger flame. 

The first time an iron utensil is used 
over a gas flame it is very apt to crack 
unless the flame is turned low and the 
utensil allowed to heat through slowly. 

When thread twists in sewing, take 
hold of the loose end, push the needle 
down close to the cloth and run the 
fingers from the needle to the end of 
the thread. This will quickly remove 
all the kinks from the thread. 

No better way for dusting the walls 
of a room can be suggested than to 
cover a broom with a bag of heavy 
canton flannel made with the fuzzy 
side out. A drawstring at the top al- 
lows the bag to be drawn tightly about 
the broom.

FINE EXHIBIT FOR A FAIR 


Victoria’s Jubilee Gifts Loaned 
to St. Louis Exposition. 


ESTIMATED WORTH $15,000,000. 


Highly Prized Collection of Pres- 
ents to England’s Late Queen Will 
Be Sent by King Edward to Amer- 
ica In Charge of a Royal Commis- 
sion and Heavy Armed Guard. 


It needed some such striking fact as 
King Edward's munificent offer to send 
the priceless collection of Queen Victo- 
ria diamond jubilee presents to the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition to arouse 
the British mind to a proper apprecia- 
tion of the importance of the St. Louis 
fair, and it has had its effect, says the 
London correspondent of the New York 
World. e 

All London is talking, too, of the ap 
pearance at the American society's 
Washington's birthday banquet of the 
phlegmatic, unemotional Duke of Dev- 
onshire as the eulogist of President 
Roosevelt. He had never been known 
before to propose a personal toast to 
any one; but, to the surprise of all, he 
became almost enthusiastic over the 
American chief executive. 

At this banquet the central figure 
was President Francis of the exposi- 
tion, who bas been indefatigable in his 
work at London to make the St. Louis 
fair a success. In his private audience 
with King Edward, Governor Francis 
was told that the gifts would be sent 
as the monarch’s own mark of intimate 
sympathy with the American people 
and in appreciation of their admiration 
for his mother. It is probable that a 
royal commission will be appointed and 
that a heavy guard will be sent witb 
the highly prized treasures to guard 
them on their way to and from the 
United States and while they are there. 

This magnificent collection of gifts, 
estimated to be worth at least $15,000,- 
000, created a great stir when shown 
for the first time in London, and ex- 
traordinary precautions were taken for 
their safety. One of the most superb 
things in the collection is the gift from 
the ezar, the czarina, the Grand Duke 
and Duchess of Hesse and Prince and 
Princess Louis of Battenberg. It is a 
diamond heart pendant, the center of 
which is open and occupied by the Sla- 
vonic numerals for “sixty,” above 
which is an enormous sapphire and at 
the sides two drops of the same stones. 

Among the numerous rare aud won: 
derful presents from the emperor of 
China is a bronze altar vessel for wine, 
square in form, suspended in a frame- 
work pierced with metal bearing dates, 
proving it to have been manufactured 
about 1,000 years before Christ. 

The dowager empress of China sent 
precious porcelain from the imperial 
potteries and some autograph scroll 
paintings, among which is one repre- 
senting “Eternal Spring Over the Sea 
Nation.” 

The shah of Persia’s gift is his own 
photograph in one of the most costly 
frames ever made. It is of solid gold, 
with a floral device carried out in large 
turquoises of flawless color and dia- 
monds. 

The Princess of Wales, now Queen 
Alexandra, together with the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Fife and other members of the 
royal family, gave a splendid diamond 
brooch, consisting of one immense dia- 
mond of rarest luster surrounded by 
twelve smaller ones. 

The German emperor’s present {fs a 

large silver gilt vase surmounted by a 
figure of Britannia. 
_ The Chinese ambassador sent one of 
the most unique presents. It depicts 
marvelously modeled birds in jade, sur- 
rounded by bulrushes and water plants 
standing out in high relief, being to 
the Chinese mind an allegorical repre- 
sentation of “the spontaneous joy of a 
myriad nation.” 

The Prince of Wales, now King Ed- 
ward, presented to his mother splendid 
portraits of himself and his brother, 
the Duke of Connaught, painted by 
Detaille. 

Empress Frederick gave a beautiful 
paperweight formed of an oblong block 
of chrysoprase, with the two dates 
1837-97, the royal crown and cipher in 
diamonds and other precious stones, 

The emperor of Japan’s presents area 
finely carved screen with embroidered 
silk panels and a gold lacquer cabinet. 


JAPS BUILD HIS COTTAGES. 


William Rockefeller to Have Novel 
Home In Adirondacks. 

William Rockefeller, the Standard Oil 
millionaire, who has made large pur- 
chases of land in the Adirondacks, near 
St. Regis lake, is erecting two cottages 
the like of which were never seen in 
America, says a Watertown (N. Y.) 
dispatch to the New York World. He 
recently imported Japanese to build 
two beautiful Japanese cottages near 
the lake for use in summer. 

Ail the work is done by Japanese un- 
der the supervision of a Japanese archi- 
tect. The cottages will cost many 
thousands of dollars. Even American 
natis are discarded, and as much Japa- 
nese materials as can possibly be used 
are being put in the cottages.

Injuries Rece:ved by Mrs Pen- 
nell Prove Fatal 


TRAGEDY DUE TO ACCIDENT 


Evidence That Pennell Did Every- 
thing In Human Power to Regain 
Control of Automobile—Was Core. 


spondent In Burdick Divorce Suit 


Buffa!o, March 12.--Mrs. Artbur R. 
Pennell died at the Sisters of Charity 
hospital last nigit at 8 o'clock. For 
hours yesterday the surgeons worked 
over the unconscious form of the in- 
jured woman. A faint twitching of the 
eye lids or a murmur of pain were the 
only signs of returninz consciousness 
that were perceptible during the 24 
hours the injured woman laid in the 
hospital ward. ‘Towards evening a ris- 
ing temperature and a quickening pulse 
warned the surgeons that the eud was 
hear, 2nd word was sent to her brotber, 
who arrived from New York yesterday 
afternoon. Lefore he arrived at the 
hospital Mrs. Pennell’s pnise ceased to 
beat. Except for a few ineoherent 
words uttered when she was first taken 
to the hospital, Mrs. Pennell'’s lips did 
not move. 

The body of Mr. Pennell was re- 
moved from the morgue to an under- 
taking establishment yesterday and 
prepared for burial. It was decided 
that the remains of both Mr. and Mrs. 
Pennell would be taken to his former 
home in Brunswick, Me., for burial. 

Mrs. Abby Y. Pennell, J. F. Pennell, 
mother and brother of the dead man, 
and Henry Heury W. Lamb, a brother 
of Mrs. Pennell, arrived in the city 
yesterday afternoon from New York. 
They were at onve driven to the Sisters 
hospital. They were »dmitted to the 
ward where Mrs. Venusell lay uncon- 
scious and stood beside her for 15 min- 
utes. During that time the injured 
woman did pot move. 

J. F. Pennell, Mr. Lamb and Thomas 
Penney, ex-district attorney and a 
former partner of Pennell, went to the 
Austin building fast night and searched 
the desk of the deal man. A _police- 
man who has beeu on guard since the 
fatal accident occurred stood by while 


the search was being made. A num- 
ber of important documents were 
found, including a will. It is not 


known just when the will was drawn 
up, but it is said to have been within 
the last year. What the provisions of 
the will were is not known, as none of 
the three men who saw it would dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The automobile which carried Pen- 
nell and his wife in the frightful phinge 
to the bottom of the stoue quarry on 
Kensington avenue was carefully ex- 
amined yesterday. Ixperts in the con- 
struction and manufacture of auto- 
mobiles were cuiled in. The result of 
the examination left no doubt in the 
minds of uny of the men present that 
Pennell did everything within human

His Speeches on Canal to Be 
Given Publicity 


VOTE ON TREATY TUESDAY 


Senatorial Et'quet Is Waived Rather 
Than Waste Further Time~— Ratifi- 
cation Without Modification Con- 


sidered Almost Ccrtaia 


Washington, March 12.—Decided 
progress was made yesterday toward 
reaching an agreement for a vote on 
the Colombian canal treaty ard there 
is a general understanding that today, 
in all probability, some bour next 'Tues- 
day will be definitely agreed on us the 
time when a vote shall be taken on the 
treaty and all ameudments. 

The arrangement was brought about 
largely by Senator Frye, who, by 
virtue of long service with Mr. Mor- 
gan on the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, has come to be on terms of great 
intimacy with the Alabamiw sepator, 
No other senator thus far has shown 
any disposition to delay the final dis- 
position of the treaty, so that all that 
was hecessary was to secure Morgan's 
assent to the taking of ihe vote. ‘The 
negotiation was begun early in the day, 
and after Frye and Morgan lad been 
closeted for some time the latter sought 
Senator-Gorman aud talked over the 
situation with him, witb the result im- 
dicated. 

Senator Morgan exacted consent to 
the printins in the Congressional Ree- 
ord of the remarks be has prepared, 
giving his best the 
speeches he bas mace in the executive 
Sessions of the seante on the treaty. 
These speeches are contained in pamph- 
lets sent to the senators Tuesday by 
Morgan. A number of Republican 
senators say they find in them nothing 
objectionable and that there is no rea- 
son Why they should not be nrinted ex- 
cept that they bear ona treaty, hich 
matter always is considered — strictly 
executive. They cenerally, however, 


recollection of 
advise that permission be sizven to print 
in order to save time, which they con- 
sider now more important than the 
conservation of senvtorial etiquet. The 
indications are, however, that the treaty 
will be ratified without mod‘ticntion in 
any particular. 

The agreement made yesterday has 
no reference to the Cuban treaty, but 
opens the way for its early cousidera- 
tion in the senate. The cormittee on 
foreign relations will meet today, in 
order to take up the Cuban treaty, with 
the view of reporting it to the senate. 
The Democrats will endeavor to 
amend the Cuban treaty so as to re- 
quire action by the house. They also 
threaten to antagonize it with the 
French reciprocity treaty, which treaty 
is quite objectionable to muny Repub- 
lican senators, but the indications are 
that the Cuban dgreemenut seon will be 
reported by the committee. 

That it will have such smooth sail- 
ing in the senate is not quite so cer- 
tain. Four or five Democratie sena- 
tors are favorable to it, but while there 
is only one Republican senator who has 
announced bis intention to vote neainst 
it there are a number who are indif- 
ferent toits fate. It appears now asif 
it would be difficult to hold a quorum 
of the senate in Washington while the 
treaty is under consideration. if a 
quorum caanot be held it rill be im- 
possible to secure its ratilication, for 
there is sufficient opposition to reqnire 
this conformity with rules of the senate. 

Senator Morgan vesterday coutinuced 
his remarks in the senate in opposition 
to the canal treaty, but most of the 
time was given up to the reading of 
documents by the clerk af Morgans re- 
quest. The few remarks made ry bim 
related to the unsanitary conditions in 
the vicinity of the Panama route and 
to the division of the money to be paid 
to Colombia by the United £ tates,

Interior Work on Des Moines. 


The interior of the United States 
cruiser Des Moines, now being fitted 
out at Fore River, has been transformed 
from big, empty holds to a number of 
little rooms by partitions of corrugated 
steel. The partitions are very light 
compared to the steel walls in some of 
the earlier ships of the United States 
navy, but they are stiff and strong from 
the corrugations, which also have the 
effect of giving anappearance of greater 
height to the rooms and _ passages, 
necessarily rather ‘‘low-studed’’ in a 
war vessel. An important feature of 
these thin walls will be their coolness 
when the cruiser is in tropical waters, 
and the spaces between them and the 
deck above is intended to improve the 
ventilation. The asbestos blocks with 
which the inside of the hull is covered 
to insure dryness are being affixed and 
the interior painting bas begun, 


A Much-Needed Institution. 


Among the important bills pending 
in the Legislature is one presented by 
the Massachusetts Prison Association, 
and endorsed by many other organiza- 
tions, providing for the establishment 
of an intermediate industrial school for 
boys from fifteen to eighteen, now im- 
prisoned in large numbers with mature 
criminals. The measure is urged on 
the ground that the State bas no right 
to injure boys morally by forcing them 
into evil companionships in prison, and 
also the ground of economy,—to 
preyent wayward boys from becoming 
permanent burdens to the State as adult 
criminals. It has the warm endorse- 
ment of judges and police officials from 
all parts of the State, and of all who 
deal with delinquent boys.’

It was decided to \¢ te on the 


garding the treaties pending in 
senate. 
Panama canal treaty on ‘Tuesday next, 
and the Cuban reciprocity treaty was 
reported to the senate by the committee 
of foreign relations. 

The end of the work for which the ex- 
tra session Was called therefore was ar- 
rived at soon after the seuate assembled 
at noon and without discussion or com- 
ment. The terms had beeu made satis- 
factory to Senator Morgan before the 
request to tix a day for a vote was pro- 
posed by Senator Prye, so the former 
made no objection. 

Individual Democratie senators vill 
offer a number of amendments to the 
canal treaty, and they will unite in 
pressing some of them, but if they 
should be voted down, as seems like- 
ly, a number of the Democrats will vote 
for the ratification of the treaty. 

The Cuban treaty, with the various 
amendments agreed on by the commit- 
tee on foreign relations, then was re- 
ported by Mr. Cullom, snd at his re 
quest it was read for the Infor nation 
of the senate. The ceading was fol- 
lowed by a formal request by Mr. Cul- 
loin to take up the Cuban treaty for 
discussion, but, while this was denied, 
still the greater part of the session was 
devoted to it. The amendments made 
include in addition to those of last ses- 
sion a provision requiring the approval 
of the house of representatives to make 
the treaty effective. 

With the adoption of this amend-nent 
the Democrats as 2 hedy probably will 
cease opposition to the Cuban treaty, 
but some of them, the sugar interests 
of whose states are affected by the 
treaty, will continue to oppese it. ‘The 
Republican side of the senate will vote 
practically, if not absolutely solidly for 
the treaty, and it is now generally be- 
lieved that it will be ratiticd after ac- 
tion on the Panama treaty. 

The progress made yesterday leads 
many senators to predict on edjourn- 
ment by the close of next weck. The 
action of the committee of commerce in 
postponing a vote on Dr. Crum’s Lomi- 
nation, which also took place yester- 
day, is generally accepted :s disposing 
of that matter for this session, 


Cubans Feel Uneasy 

Havana, March 13.—trhe publication 
of Washington dispatches regarding 
the amendments to the reciprocity 
treaty by the senate foreign relations 
committee has caused a renewal of sp- 
prehension among business men that 
the treaty may remain unsettled until 
the next session of the United States 
congress. The merchints and bankers 
here hope that if the amendment re- 
quiring the approval of the house is 
adopted President Roosevelt will call a 
special session of the house to settle 
the matter. The uncertainty 1regard- 
ing the rates of duties has seriously 
hampered Loth the export and import 
trade for several months. ‘The mer- 
chants, although anxious for its ratifi- 
cation now, declare that even the re- 
jection of the treaty is preferable to a 
further long period of uncertainty. 


Morgan Confers With President 

Washington, March 13.—J. P. Mor- 
gan called at the White House vester- 
day afternoon and held a conference 
with the president. He was alone and 
remained for about half an hour with 
Mr. Roosevelt. The nature of his call 
was not disclosed. Mr. Morgan and 
his party took dinner at the Arlington 
hotel, Senator Hanna and Miss Phelps, 
the latter's niece, being Mr. Morgan’s 
guests.

CREMATION. 


Arguments in Favor and Against 
at Unity Club. 


‘*Shonld we cremate the dead’’ was 
the topic discussed at the Jnity Club 
last evening. The subject was so ably 
presented that many of those present 
were convinced that there were many 
good reasons why cremation is the best 
method of disposing of the dead. 

Directer Charles S. Comins, the first 
speaker, explained the methods of 
burial practiced by different nations 
and people in past ages. In earliest 
times bodies were devoured by animals 
exposed to the elements, or thrown inte 
the sea. The Egyptians practiced em 
balming, but this was costly and only 
the rich could afford it. 

The first evidence of eremation are: 
found in the practice of putting bodies: 
in caves and lighting tires within the 
caves. The Greeks burned their dead 
on elaborate funeral pyres. Homer's 
Iliad gives us vivid descriptions of 
these pagan exaniples of cremation. 

Christian burial is illustrated by the, 
catacombs of Rome in which six mil 
lion bodies are buried. In England 
bodies were buried under churches and; 
in graveyards adjacent. We get our 
method of graveyard burial from Eng 
land. The objections to this made are 
obvious to even the casual thinker and 
a better method is found in cremation. 

Miss Alice Coe sang ‘*When Love ig

a ‘‘Cremation’’ was ably described by

Topic.—Lessons from the sermon on the 

mount: What Christ teaches about trust.— 

Matt. vi, 19-34. 

The fatherhood of God was frequent- 
ly emphasized by Christ. He not only 
believed in Him and trusted Him as 
His own Heavenly Father, but taught 
His disciples that God was their Heav- 
enly Father and as such was worthy 
of their trust and confidence. Trust 
in the sermon on the mount is distinct- 
ly founded upon the Fatherhood of 
God. 

1. Christ teaches that if our trust Is 
in God we should lay up treasures in 
heaven. “Where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also.” It certainly 
seems inconsistent to profess that our 
trust is in God, that our supreme in- 
terests are In heaven, and then to 
devote our entire time to laying up 
treasures on earth.

| important bearing on the inquests into 
|the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. Pennell. 
“The dnvestigation into the deaths 
jof the Pennelis wiil be fully as search- 
ing, thorough and conclusive as [ hope

|} Burdick. It will be in no sense a 
| formal affair. Lt is wy duty and it will 
| be my purpose to determine, as far as

I 
shall get at the facts if they are obtain- 
jable. Entirely apart from any of- 
ficial action I may take in the case, |

port of the Quincy High School for the 
year ending December 31, 1902. 

No radical changes have been made 
in the organization and administration 
of the school. The year has been de- 
voted to the study and advancement of 
the interests of the individual. The 
pupils have worked hardanod made good 
progress. The teachers have been faith- 
patient and efficient. The spirit 
of the school excellent. The large 
number of changes among the teachers 
during the fall term greatly retarded 
the work. 

The number of pupils who continue 
their education in bigher institutions 
of learning or return to the High School 
for graduate work increasing. In 
September, eight pupils, entered Sim- 
mons College; two, Dr. Sargent’s Nor- 
mal School of Gymnastics; one, Boston 
College; two Radcliffe College; one 
Dartmouth; six, Bridgewater Normal 
School; two, Boston University; one, 
Dr. Ring’s School for Nurses; one, Tufts 
Boston Cooking 
School; two, Brown University; one, 
Harvard ; two, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology; and eleven returned for 
graduate work. 

The number of pupils per teacher, in 
our school, is still about ten larger than 
the average throughout the State. An 
additional teacher would make it pos- 
sible to establish closer relations be- 
tween teachers and pupils, to provide 
periods for consultation and for making 
up lost work, to introduce more, indi- 
vidaal teaching and to in 
other directions.

difficulties arise in enforcing and secur- 
ing effective home study:— 

(1) Many homes lack proper facili- 
ties for quiet, earnest regular study. 

(2) Papils sometimes receive injudi- 
cious aid from well intentioned friends. 

(3) Some pupils study because of the 
school requirement and not for the love 
of study or of work. 

(4) The minds and _ bodies of 
those who devote their afternoons to 
sports, to work in stores and offices, or 
to home duties, are sometimes too ex- 
hausted for profitable evening study. 

(5) Music, art, dancing, social 
functions, church and home ought to 
play an important part in the lives of 
young men and women; yet, they ought 
not to interfere with the hours for 
home study. 

(6) Pupils have little time for out- 
side reading and for acquiriug general 
information. Py 

(7) Pupils of good ability, who at- 
tend school from necessity and not from 
choice, sometimes fail because they 
neglect home study. 

(8) Freshness and interest are states 
of mind necessary for satisfactory re- 
sults. 
pupils at times when they are least 
capable of accurate thonght and work, 
and when, perhaps, they ought to be 
sleeping. , 

(9) The health of some pupils will 
not permit of much home study. 

The greatest and most urgent need of 
the High School continues to be ample 
accommodations for even the proper 
housing and seating of the pupils. The 
facts and arguments presented in my 
last three reports explain why immedi- 
ate action should be taken. The old 
building, used for the overflow, ought 
to be abandoned. It is poorly heated, 
unventilated, and unhygienic. Parents 
naturally and rightfully object to send- 
ing their boys and girls to such a poor 
building not only on account of its 
condition, but, because others, in the 
same city, have the privilege of attend- 
ing schoo] in a newer and much better 
one. It is necessary to use all sorts of 
unhealthful and unsatisfactory make- 
shifts for recitation purposes. Until 
more rocm is provided, it will not be 
possible to relieve and improve these 
over-crowded positions. 

During this year, the school has 
again received the benefit of the Rock 
Island Fund, the money having beea 
expended for reference books, 

In closing, I wish to thank the mem- 
bers of the Committee, the Superinten- 
dent and my assistants for their hearty 
support and cooperation which have 
made possible whatever good results the 
year has produced.

Soap In Shaving. 

In spite of the fact that those whe 
use the razor frequently cut them 
selyes, yet it is rarely that anything 
more serious than a cut follows, the 
slight wound generally healing quick 
ly, and the risk of septicaemia arising 
in this way would seem to be almost 
nil. In the majority of cases, there 
fore, it is clear that the razor blade 
must be bacteriologically clean—t. e. 
free from the septic matter—which 
may be attributed to the fact that 
probably it is dipped into hot sterilized 
water before use or else that the soag 
lather is antiseptic. The latter expla 
nation seems the more probable of the 
two. The amount of soap rubbed on 
the skin is considerable if the shaving 
is to be in any degree comfortable, and 
soap bas considerable antiseptic power, 
a 6 per cent solution being sufficient te 
destroy the typhoid bacillus. There 
can be little doubt, therefore, that the 
skin is rendered sterile by the liberai 
application of soap, and this fact is in 
favor of any cut that may be made re 
maining healthy and without any seri 
ous consequence, 

In a word, soap in the operation o! 
shaving not only facilitates the proc 
ess, but plays the same valuable role 
when the shaver is unlucky enough te 
cut himself as does the antiseptic in 


surgery.—Lancet.

Bath and other orders. A Caskoden 
listinguished himself by gallant serv- 
ice under the great Norman and was 
given rich English lands and a fair 
Saxon bride, albeit an unwilling one, 
as his reward. With this fair, unwill- 
ing Saxon bride and her long plait of 
yellow hair goes a very pretty, pathetic 
story, which I may tell you at some fu- 
ture time if you take kindly to this. 
A Caskoden was seneschal to William 
Ktufus and sat at the rich, half bar- 
baric banquets in the first great hall. 
Still another was one of the doughty 
barons who wrested from John the 
ereat charter, England's declaration of 
independence; another was high in the 
councils of Henry V. I have omitted 
one whom I should not fail to men- 
tion, Adjodika Caskoden, who was a 
member of the dunce parliament of 
Henry IV., so called because there 
were no lawyers in it. 

It is true that in the time of Edward 
1¥. a Caskoden did stoop to trade, but

CHAPTER I. 
THE DUEL. 

T sometimes happens, Sir Ed- 
win says, that when a woman 
will she won't, and when she 
won't she will, but usually in 

the end the adage holds good. That 

sentence may not be luminous with 
meaning, but I will give you an illus- 
tration. 

I think it was in the spring of 1509— 
at any rate, soon after the death of the 
Modern Solomon, as Queen Catherine 
called her old father-in-law, the late 
King Henry VII.—that his august maj- 
esty Henry VIIL., “the vndubitate flow- 
er and very Heire of both the sayd Lin- 
ages,” came to the throne of England 
and tendered me the honorable position 
of master of the dance at his sumptu- 
ous court. 

As to “worldly goods,” as some of 
the new religionists call wealth, I was 
very comfortably off, having inherited 
from my father, one of the counselors 
of Henry VIL, a very competent for- 
tune indeed. How my worthy father 
contrived to save from the greedy 


fortune I am sure I cannot tell. He 
was the only man of my knowledge 
who did it, for the old king had a reach 
as long as the kingdom, and, upon one 
pretext or another, appropriated to 
himself everything on which he could 
lay his hands. My father, however, 
was himself pretty shrewd in money 
matters, having inherited along with 
his fortune a rare knack at keeping it. 
His father was a goldsmith in the time 
of King Edward and enjoyed the mark- 
ed favor of that puissant prince. 
Being thus in a position of affluence, 
I cared nothing for the fact that little

dom might have been proud to hold. 
Now, some four or five years after 


my induction into this honorable office 
there came to court news of a terrible 
duel fought down in Suffolk, out of 
which only one of the four combatants 
had come alive—two, rather, but one of 
them in a condition worse than death. 
The first survivor was a son of Sir 
William Brandon, and the second was 
&@ man called Sir Adam Judson. The 
story went that young Brandon and 
his elder brother, both just home from 
the continental wars, had met Judson 
at an Ipswich inn, where there had been 
considerable gambling among them. 
Judson had won from the brothers a 
large sum of money which they had 
brought home, for, notwithstanding 
their youth, the elder being but twen- 
ty-six and the younger about twenty- 
four years of age, they had gained 
great honor and considerable profit in 
wars, especially the younger, whose 
name was Charles. 

It is a little hard to fight for money 
and then to lose it by a single spot up- 
on the die, but such is the fate of him 
who plays, and a philosopher will swal- 
low his ill luck and take to fighting for 
more. The Brandons could have done 
this easily enough, especially Charles, 
who was an offhand philosopher, rather 
fond of a good humored fight, had it not 
been that in the course of play one 
evening the secret of Judson’s winning 
had been disclosed by a discovery that 
he cheated. The Brandons waited un- 
til they were sure, and then trouble 
began, which resulted in a duel on the 
second morning following. 

This Judson was a Scotch gentleman 
of whom very little was known except 
that he was counted the most deadly 
and most cruel duelist of the time. He 
was called the “Walking Death,” and 
it is said he took pride in the appella- 
tion. He boasted tnat he had fought 
eighty-seven duels, in which he had 
killed seventy-five men, and it was con- 
sidered certain death to meet him. I 
got the story of the duel afterward 
from Brandon as I give it here. 

John was the elder brother and when 
the challenge came was entitled to fight 
first, a birthright out of which Charles 
tried in vain to talk him. The broth- 
ers told their father, Sir William Bran- 
don, and at the appointed time father 
and sons repaired to the place of meet- 
ing, where they found Judson and his 
two seconds ready for the fight. 

Sir William was still a vigorous man, 
with few equals in s vord play, and the 
sons, especially the younger, were bet- 
ter men and more skillful than their fa- 
ther had ever been, yet they felt that 


this duel meant certain death, so great 
was Judson’s fame for skill and cruel- 
ty. Notwithstanding they y were so hand- 
feapped with this feeling of impending 
evil, they met their duty without a 
tremor, for the motto of their house 
was “Malo Mori Quam Fedrai.” 

It was a misty morning in March. 
Brandon has told me since that when 
his elder brother took his stand it was 
at once manifest that he was Judson’s 
superior both in strength and skill, but 
after a few strokes the brother’s blade 
bent double and broke off short at the 
hilt when it should have gone home. 
Thereupon Judson, with a malignant 
amile of triumph, deliberately selected 
his opponent’s heart and pierced it with 
his sword, giving the blade a twist as 
he drew it out in order to cut and muti- 
late the more. 

In an instant Sir William’s doublet 
was off, and he was in his dead son’s 
tracks, ready to avenge him or to die. 


“Fight, you bloodhound!” 


Again the thrust which should have 
killed broke the sword, and the father 
died as the son had died. 

After this came young Charles, ex- 
ig but so great was his strong 
eart, not one whit fearing, to lie be- 
side his dead father and brother. He 
knew he was the superior of both in 


strength and skill, and his knowledge | 


of men and the noble art told him they 
had each been the superior of Judson, 
but the fellow’s hand seemed to be the 
hand of death. An opening came

Last Seen in Quincy. 

Boston papers report that the relatives 
and friends of Frank Leroy Litchfield 
of Hyde Park, who has not been seen 
since Saturday, March 7, fear he” has 
met with foul play, On March 7 he 
left Hyde Yark _to deliver several 
different packages to workmen in the 
West Quincy granite quarries. His 
movements haye been traced up to 10.30 
A. M. on the morning of March 7, 
when he was seen leaving one of the 
granite sheds and going toward another 
shed. 

He is 26 years old, has heavy sandy 
mustache sandy hair, is 5 feet 4 inches 
tall, weight about 125 pounds; he had 
no upper front teeth, though the defect 
was not noticeable on accoant of his 
mustache, 

The Quincy police have been unable 
to find any trace of the missing man. 
Upon request of Hyde Park parties a 
canvass was made of the stone quarries 
but no one was found who had seen 
him.

neck just below the left ear. The cut 
had severed a branch of the Aorta ar- 
tery, causing him to bleed to death. 
He also received a slight cut in the 
lower part of the back. 

The police were notified by telephone, 
and although Furmingham did not 
know the two men he gave a good de- 
scription of, them, Inspector McKay, 
Officers Bradley, Hinchon, Johnson, 
Holloran and,Golden, were dispatched 
to the scene, and, they began a house- 
to-house search for the men among the 
Fino bearding houses, but could find 
no trace of them. 

About 5 o’clock a milkman informed 
the officers that he had seen two men 
answering the description, and Officers 
Hinchon and Johnson found what they 
believed to be the men wanted ina 
Finn boarding house on Town Hill. 

The men were in bed and refused to 
go with the officers. A tussle resulted 
and the other boarders in the house 
came to the two men’s assistance. 
Then there was a lively fight. The 
officers realized the perilous position 
they were in, and fought like tigers 
and there were several Finns who doubt- 
less spent Sunday nursing sore heads, 

The officers got the twisters on the 
men and finally got them out of the 
house and to the police station, where 
they were positively identified by Fur- 
mingbam and Cullinan as the two men 
who committed the assault. 

Upon being searched at the police 
station a clasp knife was found in 
Crobac’s pocket. The blade of the 
knife was five inches long and was 
streaked with blood. 

Crobac who the police allege is the 
man who caused Feterson’s death is 
known in police circles. He hasa bad 
record, He first came into prominence 
in May, 1899, when he was arrested for 
assaulting a man witha hammer. He 
was held for the higher court, where be 
received a sentence of three years. He 
served his sentence and was released 
from jail a short time ago. 

Crobac was again arrested Jast month 
upon the charge of drunkenness, He is 
about 31 years of age and is unmarried. 

The police know bat little about 
Lormer. He is about 20 years of age 
and unmarried, and as far as the police 
know has never been in trouble before. 

Both men were arraigned in court 
this morping. 

Young Peterson leaves a father and 
mother and three sisters to mourn. 
One sister is employed by Miss Bartlett 
and another by Frank Brewer. 


The Arraignment. 


There bave been crowds at the dis- 
trict court before but never such a 
crowd as was present this morning. 
The interest centered upon Crobac, the 
Fino, who it is alleged murdered Fred 
Peterson early Sunday morning. The 
crowd began to gather in front of the 
Adams building shortly after § o'clock, 
but it was nearly 9 o’clock before the 
doors were opened to admit them. 

They came up the stairs with a rush, 
and it was but a matter of 
seconds before the room was filled to 
suffocation. City Solicitor Paul R. 
Blackmur had charge of the government 
case, and asked for a continuance until 
Thursday.

WHEN KNIGHTHOOD

for a thrust to kill, but his blade, like 
his father’s and his brother's, bent 
double without penetrating. Unlike 
the others, however, it did not break, 
and the thrust revealed the fact that 
Judson’s skill as a duelist lay in a shirt 
of mail which it was useless to try 
to pierce. Aware of this, Brandon 
knew that victory wus his and that 
soon he would have avenged the mur- 
ders that had gone before. He saw 
that his adversary was strong neither 
in wind nor arm and had not the skill 
to penetrate his guard in a week's try- 
ing, so he determined to fight on the 
defensive until Judson’s strength 
should wane, and then kill him when 
and how he chose. 

After a time Judson began to breathe 
hard and his thrusts to lack force. 

“Boy, I would spare you,” he said. 
“I have killed enough of your tribe. 
Put up your sword and call it quits.” 

Young Brandon replied: “Stand your 
ground, you coward. You will be a 
dead man as soon as you grow a little 
weaker. If you try to run, I will 
thrust you through the neck as I 
would a cur. Listen how you snort. I 
sfall soon have you. You are almost 
gone. You would spare me, would you? 
I could preach a sermon or dance a 
hornpipe while I am killing you. I 
will not break my sword against your 
coat of mail, but will wait until you 
fall from weakness, and then— Fight, 
you bloodhound!” 

Judson was pale from exhaustion, 
and his breath was coming in gasps as 
he tried to keep the merciless sword 
from his throat. At last, by a dexterous 
twist of his blade, Brandon sent Jud- 
son’s sword flying thirty feet away. 
The fellow’started to run, but turned 
and fell upop his knees to beg for life. 
Brandon's reply was a flashing circle 
of steel, and his sword point cut length- 
wise through Judson’s eyes and the 
bridge of his nose, leaving him sightless 
and hideous for life—a revenge com- 
pared to which death would have been 
merciful. 

The duel created a sensation through- 
out the kingdom, for, although little 
was known as to who Judson was, his 
fame as a duelist was as broad as the 
land. He had been at court upon sev- 
eral occasions, and at one time, upon 
the king’s birthday, had fought in the 
royal lists. So the matter came in for 
its share of consideration by king and 
courtiers, and young Brandon became 
a person of interest. He became still 
more so when some gentlemen who had 
served with him in the continental wars 
told the court of his daring and bravy- 
ery and related stories of deeds at arms 
worthy of the best knight in Christen- 
dom. 

He had an uncle at the court, Sir 
Thomas Brandon, the king’s master of 
horse, who thought it a good opportuni- 
ty to put his nephew forward and let 
him take his chance at winning royal 
fayor. The uncle broached the subject 
to the king, with favorable issue, and 
Charles Brandon, led by the hand of 
fate, came to London court, where that 
same fate had in keeping for him events 
such as seldom fall to the lot of man.

WRIGHT TAKEN TO JAI 


Much-Wanted Financier Ar- 
rested on a Steamer 


COLOSSAL FRAUDS CHARGED 


Against Man Who Lived Like a Prince 
—Was Head of a Corporation Cap- 
italized at Over $60,000,000, Which 


Involved Prominent Men 


New York, March 16.—J. Whitaker 
Wright, the London promoter, who 1s 
accused of being concerned in colossai 
frauds in connection with the organiza- 
tion of various financial corporations, 
was arrested yesterday on the arrival 
of steamer La Lorraine from Havre. 
VYhe arrest was made by two central 
office detectives at the request of the 
Loudon police. 

Wright was taken at once to police 
headquarters and then to the tombs 
police court, where he was arraigned 
before a magistrate and turned over to 
the United States authorities. He was 
then taken to the Ludlow street jail. 

With Wright on the steamship was a 
tall, good-looking young woman, who 
said that she was the niece of the 
prisoner. Her name was on the pas- 
senger list as Miss I’. Browne. Wright 
showed no evidence of excitement aud 
said that he was a friend of Wing Ed- 
ward. His principal concern was to 
avoid publicity and he asked that his 
arrest be kept from the newspapers. 

The financial crash of the companies 
floated by Wright came in December, 
1900. There were 11 of these, includ- 
ing the parent company, entitled the 
London and Globe Finance corporation, 
with a total capitalization of $60,675,- 
000. Wright was the managing di- 
rector. 

Few millionaires lived in the princely 
style as Wright. In London he bad a 
miniature palace. It took three years 
to complete the palace. At Godalming 
he owned a country seat, in beautifying 
which 600 workmen were engaged. It 
contains costly fountains and statuary 
brought from Italy. Wright's stables 
alone cost a small fortune. They have 
upholstered oak and leather settees and 
polished gun metal fittings, while 
valuable paintings and bas reliefs adorn 
the stalls. His private yacht was fitted 
up with similar Imxuriousness. 

One of the victims of the crash was 
the late Marquis of Dufferin Ava, 
formerly governor general of Canada 
and British ambassedor at Puris. He 
conseuted to be’ chairman of the Lon- 
don and Globe and had 25,000 shares of 
the different companies. With Lord 
Dufferin on the board of directors were 
also Lieutenunt General Gough-Cal- 
thorp and Lord Pelham-Clinton, master 
of the late queen’s household. Dufferin’s 
wealth, at one time large, was believed 
to have been swallowed up in these 
companies. 

Much American money was lost in 
the failure of the Wright companies. 
There was a great outcry against the 
attitude of the authorities in not prose- 
cuting Wright and his fellow directors 
of the London and Globe, and in Janu- 
ary last a petition was circulated on 
the Londou Steck Exchange demand- 
ing the prosecution of Wright, as it 
was considered that the credit of the 
city and of the London Stock Exchange 
degnanded a thorough investigation. 

A fund of $25,000 was raised to in- 
itiate the prosecution. Arnold White, 
the author, at a meeting said the rea- 
son the prosecution was not under- 
taken by the government was that the 
directors of the London and Globe were 
sheltering themselves behind members 
of the royal family. Other speakers at 
this meeting declared that the stock- 
holders of the London and Globe were 
victims of ene of the most “terrible, 
heartless and gigantie swindles of the 
present age.” 

| On March 10 action was taken against 
| Wright. Justice Buckeley made an or- 
| der directing the official receiver, as 
liquidator of the London and Globe 
Finance corporation (limited), to prose- 
cute Wright on a criminal charge and 
utilize the assets of the London and 
Globe to pay the costs of the prosecu- 
tion. The following day a warrant for 
Wright's arrest was issued, but he bad 
disappearad. 

Mr. Wright, in the course of a long 
conversation with a reporter last night, 
said: “I cannot express to you my 
amazement at my arrest. It1is an out- 
rage and those who are responsible 
for it will be made to suffer to the full 
extent of the law. The entire charge 
against me is technical and in this coun- 
try no one would ever think of mak- 
ing it.” 


Traced by tank Notes = 

London, March 16.—Whitaker Wright 
was traced to Paris by the bank notes 
which he cashed there at the ottices of 
the French steamship line and else- 
where. When he left his country seat 
at Godalming he traveled by way of 
Southampton and Iavre to Paris, tak- 
ing pains to conceal his movements by 
the redirection of iis luggage and other 
means. This procedure was apparently 
quite successful, for it was only cn 
Saturday that the detectives got the 
clue 2s to his movements through the 
numbers of the bank notes he had 
cashed, after they had been vainly 
watching for days the principal) Brit- 
ish ports. This clue was easily  fol- 
lowed up, owing to Wright's marked 
personal appearance. Miss Browne 
joined him at Havre on the eve of their 
dailing. It is reported that she has a

Mule Spinners In Manville Mills Vote 
to Go on Strike 
Pawtucket, R. I., March 
Rhode Island Mule Spinners’ assocla- 
tion, at Woonsocket yesterday, de- 
cided by a unanimous yote to call a 


strike today in the four mills of the 
Maoville company. ‘The spinuers ask 
for an increase of 10 percent, but there 
are other grievances which extend 
back for some time. One of these is 
that men are transferred from one 
loom to another; also that kerosene is 
used in the mule room at Manville in- 
stead of electric lights. The company 
was originally asked to remedy these 
»).evances as well as the one relating 
to increased wazes before March 2, but 
as ‘Treasurer Lippitt was away at the 
time the mule spinners granted an ¢x- 
tension of time until March 16. 

Secretary Cliffe has received a letter 
from ‘Treasurer Lippitt refusing the re- 
quests and refusing to discuss the ques- 
tion with any one but the employes 
direct. He is not willing to talk with 
any agent representing the employes or 
any association. here are 94 mule 
spinuers in the four mills. Other de- 
partments will be obliged to shut down, 
the union men claim, unless stock is 
purchased from other mills, but the in- 
fluence of organized labor will be used 
to prevent this. 

The Rhode Island Mule Spinners’ as- 
sociation bas never lost a strike. If 
the strike is extended, several thou- 
sand operatives will be out of work. 

The Manville company is capitalized 
at $6,000,000 and employs 6000 hands.

Shoe Workers’ Homes Attacked 

Haverhill, Mass., March 16.—After 
several weeks of quiet in the locai 
strike situation a serious outbreak oc- 
curred Saturday night in Plaistow, a 
few miles from this city, where the 
houses of two Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union members were bombarded with 
rocks and bricks and their windows 
shattered. Shots were exchanged be- 
tween the three men who were re- 
sponsible and one of the union men. 
Haverhill and Plaistow police are mak- 
ing every effort to detect the men who 
were involved in the bombardment. A 
number of strike breakers were also 
bombarded with eggs, but the persons 
responsible for the assault escaped. In 
various saloons strike breakers were 
surrounded by union men and strikers 
and arguments indulged in. Several 
mninor fights were also reported to the 
police during the night. 


Switzerland Raises Customs Tariff 

Berne, March 16.—A national pleb- 
iscite bas resulted in the adoption of 
the new protectiovist customs tariff. 
The new wairiff wil! increase the ost of 
living and compel the hotels to raise 
their prices to tourists. The new 
tariff is chiefly directed against Amer- 
fean meats and will greatly reduce 
American imports into Switzerland. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Gustavus Phillips, well known as a 
dog fancier, fell down stairs at his home 
at North Weymouth, Mass., and broke 
his neck. He was 59 years old. 

Nearly 4000 men in Indiana have been 
forced into idleness by the Closing of 
the factories of the American Window 
Glass company. 

At the annual meeting of the Yale 
alumni of western and central Massa- 
chusetts John R. Thayer of Worcester 
was elected president. 

Mrs. Idella F. Moore, aged 42, of 
Millington, Mass., committed suicide by 
drowning. She had attempted sui- 
cide three times previously. 

Schuyler R. Moore, a junior in Cor- 
nell university, is dead. His Ceath is 
the 24th among the students of Cornell 
who have succumbed to typhoid fever. 

Nelson R. Sherwin was found desd 
in his room at Boston, having ended 
his life by taking carbolie acid. He 
was 34 years old wud married. 

Jeremiah Kelly, who claimed to be 
the oldest steamship agent in active 
service in America, died at Fail River, 
Mass., aged 76. For 49 years he repre- 
sented most of the larger steamship 
lines. 

Mental derangement, the result of an 
attack of grip, caused John H. Shea, 
aged 28, a shoemaker, to end his life at 
Lynn, Mass., by cutting his throat. 

Henry B. Wellman, 44 yeurs old, a 
loom fixer, committed suicide at Clin- 
ton, Mass., by shooting. He had 
threatened for nearly a year to take his 
life, but his wife paid no attention to it. 

Edward F, Cutter, the second oldest 
lawyer in New Hampshire, died at his 
home in Nashua, aged 81. He was 
born in Jaffrey, N. H., and at one time 
served as clerk in the supreme district 
court. 

Jeremiah Carpenter of North hings- 
ton, Kh. L, is dead, aged 91. He had 
heen a member of the state legislature 
und a director of three Lanks.,

A Bold and Desparate Gang on 
Centre Street. 


Later developments inthe stabbing 
affray on Kent street Sunday morning 
which resulted in the death of Fred 
Peterson show that there was a rough 
gang about late Saturday night and the 
wonder that there were not more 
murders or at least cutting affrays. 

William B. Adams, a foreman of 
Peter J. Williams, reports that he was 
held up on Centre street Saturday night 
a short distance from where Peterson 
was murdered. 

Mr. Adams says that he came from 
Boston Saturday night on the late train. 
With him were bis wife and daughter. 
They left the train at West Quincy and 
started to walk home. As he was go- 
ing up Centre street he passed five men 
on the corner of Centre and West street s. 
One of the men followed hira, and when 
near the corner of Station street he 
made a spring towards Mr. Adams and 
grabbed his daughter about the waist 
This was a few minutes past midnight. 

Mr. Adams says he grappled the 
fellow, who fought and tried to shake 
him off. Before the fellow let go Miss 
Adams, he tore offa part of her coat 
sleeve. Adams then hada tussle with 
the fellow who shouted in broken Eng- 
lish, ‘*Do you want a knife?’’ 

Before the fellow had an opportunity 
to draw a knifeanother mau came along 
who proved to be William Phelan, who 
resides on Centre street. He took a 
had in the affair and separated the 
two men, 

Mr. Adams says he then continued 
on toward his home on Hill street, and 
that the five men started after him and 
followed him to the door of his house. 

Mr. Adams description of the fellow 
who attacked his daughter is identical 
with that of Crobac except that he says

the fellow had on a dark cap. Crobac 
later in the evening is said to have 
worn a light cap.

‘Bachelo-s Should Not Sup- 
port Old Maids. 


‘Negative Wins at Quincy 
Point. 


Figures and Able Arguments Used 
in the Debate. 


‘*Resolved—That the unmarried men 
over thirty years of age should be 
taxed for the support of the unmarried 
women,’’ 

The widely heralded debate of of the 
newly organized Young Men’s Club at 
Quincy Point came off Monday evening. 
All Quincy was anxious to attend, but 
the attendance was limited to members 
and prospective members of the club, 
and reporters excluded. But there was 
a representative of the press within 
hearing distance and he was able to 
get a very good report. 

The regular order of business was 
suspended, and the club planged imme- 
diately into the debate. The following 
well known gentlemen were selected as 
judges of debate: Rev. Leon H. Austin, 


Frederick K. Eaves and Herbert D. 
Adams. 

THE AFFIRMATIVE. 
Mr. William West argued in part 


that ‘‘The reason there are so many 
old maids is not because the unmarried 
ladies do not want to get marry, bat 
because the old bachelors lack the 
courage to pop the question. It is a 
pity for all these intelligent young meno 
to spend the best part of their lives in 
solitude, when there is so much to be 
eujoyed froma good wife and a good 
home. 

‘* There is many a smart old bachelor 
who seems to think he has a monopoly 
on the young ladies, accepting all the 
pleasures a young woman can give, 
never concerning himself with a thought 
of marriage and spoiling the chance of 
some other just as worthy young man 
who might act more earnestly in the 
matter if given a chance. 

‘*Bachelors are extravagant, and it is 
only old bachelors who say that mar- 
ried mep are spendthrifts. The unmar- 
ried man does not know the value of a 
true woman’s devotion. The only reason 
old bachelors speak slurringly of old 
maids is because they are jealous of 
them, 

‘*Tf the men don’t tax the 
young unmarried men over 30 years old 
they will monopolize all the time of 
the young ladies and the younger men, 
who later, for that very same reason, 
will be in the same box themselves. ”’ 

THE NEGATIVE. 

Mr. C. H. Foote for the negative 
argued in part as follows: He said 
‘There are 781,000 unmarried men in 
Massachasetts who, if taxed, would 
have to support some 771,000 unmarried 
young women, which would cost about 
$250 a year for each man. If an un- 
married man was forced by such a tax 
to marry, the marriage would often be 
an impure one, 

‘“‘Women are perfectly capable of 
earning there own living, and there are 
plenty of homes for aged and decrepit 
men and women. The average wage of 
the unmarried man is small, and there 
is many an old bachelor, as you call 
them, who has not married because he 
could not afford it. 

‘*T am sure that a rax of $200 a year 
for unmarried men over 30 (and I don’t 
see how it could be less) would drive 
every one out of the country.’’ 

When the debate was opened to 
members Mr. Joseph Thomas, a bach- 
elor unbosomed himself. He said in 
part: ‘‘There are married men here and 
many of them have children. Many 
have not. I think it would be an in- 
ducement for me to get married if I 
could get a guarantee that I should 
have at least four children. ’’ 

Mr. C. W. Newcomb evidently would 
like to have a few children, but not 
many. He said in part: ‘‘I am married 
and have no children. I would givea 
great deal to know how I could have 
some. I think families of four or more 
should have a bounty.’’ 

Rey. L. H. Austin complimented the 
young men for proficiency in debate, 
and the value thereof. 

Dr. Bushnell championed the inde- 
pendence of the women. They were 
not seeking assistance frem bachelors, 
but nevertheless made lovable wives 
and companions. 

A vote of the members on the merits 
of the debate stood: yea, 7; nay, 24. 

The decision of the judges was also 
in favor of the negative, and therefore 
the influence of the Quincy Point club 
will not be used in support of a 
tax on unmarried men over thirly for 
the support of unmarried women over 
thirty.

She 
loved her father avd he had always 
been good to her, but she would not 
admit that there was anything wrong 
in her not inquiring about his illness or 
that she should have done differently. 
Marion admitted that she knew of the 
divorce proceedings instituted by Mr. 
3uidick against her mother. She 
sympathized with her father, but 
would not admit that she thought he 
was right in driving her mother from 
home. Neither would she adinit that 
she knew of her mother meeting Arthur 
N. Pennell,

When Mr. Drinkwater of Braintree 
entered the house last year he was 
hailed and welcomed by his fellow 
democrats as the son of his father, the 
latter having been for years one of the 
notable figures of the party in this 
State. Since that time, however, Mr. 
Drinkwater has proven most conclusive- 
ly that he has sufficient ability to win 
a name for himself independent of the 
good one which he inherits.

negative. The senate was in executive 


session when the resalt was anounced, 
‘Lhe result was no surprise, for all 
had predicted that when the offered 


amendments had been dispose] of the 
treaty would be approved by an over- 
whelming majority. Such proved to 
be the case. Indeed, the rollea!l bad 
proceeded for some time before a single 
voice was heard in the negatize, the 
first opposition vote being that of Sena- 
tor Daniel of Virginia. After another 
long lapse Senator Daniel was joined by 
his colleague, Senator Martin, and 
after them came the two Alabama 
senators, Messrs. Morgan and Pettus. 
Senator Teller of Colorado also voted in 
opposition and his was the last vote on 
that side of the question. 

When Senator Frye, who occupied 
the chair, announced the resuit, there 
Was no demonstration and at 7 p.m. 
the senate had adjourned for the day. 

All the senators announced themn- 
selves as gratified to have the Jong 
struggle terminated, but none of them 
manifested their appreciation by cheers 
or handclapping. On the contrary, all 
of them seemed more concerned about 
getting away from the chamber than 
anything else, so that by the time the 
senate could adjourn most of the sena- 
tors had left their seats and some of 
them had donned their hats aud over- 
couts. 

‘The day was given up almost entirely 
to general debate on the treaty and in 
addition to the set speeches made under 
the general agreenent by Senators 
Morgan and Cullom, there were many 
short addresses and a rather long 
speech by Senator Daniel of Virginia. 
The only party vote of the day was 
taker on the substitute for artitle 4, 
which was agreed upon by the Demo- 
cratic caucus and had reference to the 
acquisition of territcry in Central and 
South America by the United States. 
There were a nuinber of speeches on 
this amendment, but it was voted down 
by an almost two-thirds majority, the 
ballot footing up 51 ayes to 27 noes. 

The Panama canal treaty between 
the United States and Colombia was 
signed at Washington on Jan. 2, 1903. 
It was negotiated by Secretary Hay on 
the part of the United States and 
Thomas Herran, charge d'affaires, on 
the part of Colombia, who signed the 
document. On Jan. 23 it was sent to 
the president and by him sent to the 
senate on the same date. It was re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign re- 
lations on the same day and reported 
back on Feb. 8. 

The treaty was discussed at some 
length during the last congress. On 
March 5, the day the special session of 
the senate convened, the treaty was 
again referred to the comuvittee on for- 
eign relations and on March 9 was 
again reported to the senate. since 
which time it has been under discus- 
sion. Neither in committee nor by the 
senate was the treaty amended and it 
was ratified as first negotiated.

Need of improved facilities and in- 
creased floor space for the production 
of a higher grade shoe has caused 
them to leave North Easton.

many other mills, whose aftairs 
regulated from this city. Numerous 
stockholders in the Lowe!] mills are also 
stockholders in other textile corpora- 
tions, and there is a bond of ‘sympathy 
which in a way unites the treasurers 
and directors of many of the manu- 
facturing companies in noithern New 
England. 

It is believed that in the event of a 
strike order the operatives will not be 
given a chance to walk out, but will be 
locked out instead. ‘Phere is reason for 
the belief that while the mauufa-turers 
would greatly regret such a disaster be- 
ing forced upon the business wen and 


general prosperity of Lowell, they 
would not regard a stoppage of ma- 


chinery as such a blow to themselves 
as would have been the case in past 
vears. The unusually nigh cost of raw 
materials in time, it is claimed, will be 
a handicap to manufacturing, and the 
losses through a shutdown would be 
comparatively small from the — stock- 
holders’ standpoint. Much, of ccurse, 
would depend on the duration of the 
trouble. 

The Lowell mill treasurers are be- 
ing backed up morally by officials of 
ynills in other sections of nerthern New 
England, whece the waxe scheduies 
follow closely those in tiat city. This 
is a feature which has peen in the 
background duriug the present agita- 
tion. It is well known that bad an 
advance of wages beeu granted in 
Lowell, similar demands would have 
followed rapidly in other mill centres 
of northern New Engiand, where the 
present controversy is Leiug watched 
with almost as much interest in 
Lowell itself. These mills did not ad- 
vance wages lust spring when a gen- 
eral raise was made in Fail River, New 
Bedford, Rhode Island and widdle and 
western Massachusetts.

In the Lowell campaign for a 10 per- 
cent advance, it is said that some of the 
manufacturers who advanced wages 
last spring feel that the Lowell mills 
should do the same, and tre also 
anxiously watching the siluation. 

Although it is impussibie to learn 
whether the Lowell directors would 
eventually consent to a clicht advance, 
it is thought that they wili deciine to 
grant any raise Whatever et this time, 
and it is because of this refusal that a 
strike is regarded here by Liany as al- 
most a certainty. 


Longshornmen’s Strike Threatened 

Boston, March 18.—Longshoremen, to 
the number of 23000, have presented a 
request for an increase of 10 cents an 
hour in wages and new rules regarding 
meal time, and the handling of hatches, 
gear, ete. The men are now paid 30 
cents an hour for day work, 40 cents 
an hour for night work and double time 
for Sunday, holiday and overtime work. 
The request is to be refused by the 
companies, reply to that effect baving 
been decided upon yesterday afternoon. 


No Agreement at Waterbury 

Waterbury, Conn., March 18.—Two 
attempts were made last night to 
bring about a settlement of the trolley 
strike, and the national officers who are 
here, together with Attorney Burpee of 
the trolley company and Mayor Kil- 
duff, had two lengthy discussions of 
the situation. The result of the meet- 
ings is a complete failure, neither side 
being able to make concessions which 
would pave the way for a settlement. 


Weavers In Two Mills Quit Work 

Fitchburg, Mass., March 18.—Weavers 
in the A and C mills of the Parkhill] 
Manufacturing company, to the num- 
ber of 300, went on strike yesterday, 
being dissatisfied with the company’s 
reply to their demand for an increase 
in wages. These weavers work on 
plain and fancy gingham, and are paid 
by the cut. The strike does not affect 
B will, which makes an entirely dif- 
ferent class of goods, 


Atmosphere Is Clearing

Police Think Amadee Chabot Knows 
Something of Wife’s Death

Angela Chabot was discovered yester- 
day lying in an alleyway not far from 
her home, with her throat cut, and the 
police are looking for her husband, 
Amadee Chabot, with whom her rela- 
tions during the past month are said 
to bave not been particularly bar- 
monious. Two otticers left for Boston 
last night after Jearning that a man 
answering Chabot’s description pre- 
sented a bloody $2 bill at the railroad 
station earlier in tbe day in payment 
for a ticket to that city. Two rings 
und $77 in bills were found upon the 
body of the murdered wowan, show- 
ing that robbery could not have been 
the object of the crime. 

Mrs. Chabot, who was 45 years old, 
carried on a restaurant under the 
name of Angela Tremblay and she was 
there Monday eveuing. On her way 
Lome she was obliged to pass the fish 
market of Omer Beauregard and it was 
in an alleyway in the rear of the mar- 
ket that the body was discovered by 
Beauregard. 

Mrs. Chabot had carried on the 
restaurant for some years, aud was gen- 
erally respected by those who knew 
her.

Was Very Strong 


MURDERER HAD ACCOMPLICE 


Criminal Authority Shows That Some 
one Familiar With Interior of Bur- 
dick Home Was Implicated—Was 


No Fear of Interruption 


3uffalo, March 19.—Police Justice 
Murphy announced yesterday that ow- 
ing to the illness of District Attorney 
Coatsworth the inquest into the murder 


of Edwin L. Burdick would not be re- 


sumed until next Monday 
District Coatsworth is suf- 
fering from a severe cold which pre- 
vents him from speaking abeve a 
whisper. Mrs. Burdick, Burdick’s 
furnace man, and the man who tended 
the furnace for the Pennells will prob 
ably be called on Monday. 

Mrs. Burdick knew Bardick and Pen- 
nell probably better than any one pet- 
son in the world, and her testimony 
promises to be the most important and 
interesting of the entire proceedings. 

The details of the strained relations 
between the two dead men were guth- 
ered immediately after tie murder of 
Burdick and before the death of Pen-

nell. Pennell stated ‘rankly to the au-

suicide theory. Chabot was believed 
by many to have gone to Canada and 
otheers had been dispatched there to 
follow up a clue thought to have been 
furnished by a $2 bill covered with 
blood which was presented at the Fall 
River railroad station early Tuesday 
morning in payment for a ticket to 
Boston. ‘The othcers had prov 
far as Nashua, N. H., yesterday, where 
they were pursuing their investigations. 
Detectives Shea and Connolly were 
searching the shores of the North 
Watuppa pond when their atteution 
Was attracted by an overcoat and sack 
coat hanging on the post of an unused 
sawdust bin. ‘There were bloodstains 
on the cout, and in an open space in 
the bushes was found a package of 
paris greeu. Shea went down to the 
shore and about 20 feet away saw a 
piece of white cloth under the water and 
at once sent Connoily for assistance. 
While the latter was notifying police 
headquarters, two boys arrived with 
ice pikes, taken from an ice house near- 
by, and the body was dislodged. It 
Was in a crouching position with both 
hands grasping un old exhaust pipe 
which runs some distance out into the 
pond and which was formerly used by 
the Crystal Ice company. ‘Lhe man 
Was in his shirt sleeves and was fully 
identilied. 
The police believe the man coinmit- 
ted suicide early ‘Tuesday morning, 
the morning on which the body of his 
wife was discovered, and that before 
going out into the pond he took a 
large dose of puris green. Consider- 
able poison was scattered about in the 
grass, which would indicate that Chabot 
had been in a hurry or was very 
nervous. No weupon with which the 
murder of his wife might have been 
committed was found upon his person.

Plimleg’s nomination was confirmed 
by the senate the day after its trans- 
mission to tyat body by the p-esident. 
His commission was made out and 
signed by the president, but had 
been delivered when, at the instance 
of Senator Aldrich, chairman of tue 
finance committ2e, the senate adopted 
a resolution recalling the anpeirtment 
from the president for further con- 
sideration.

FLAT SCALE IS REFUSED 


Employes Receive Reply From 
Big Railway Corporations 


OFFICIALS ARE SURPRISED 


At Demands of the Unions, In View 
eof the Recent Announcement of a 
Sliding Wage Scale—Suggest That 
Dissatisfied Men Resign 


Boston, March 20.—-The Boston and 
Northern and tie Old Colony Street 
Railway companies bave replied to the 
written and oral requests of their 
motormen aud conductors made March 
& fora uniform tate of 24 cents an hour 
and recognition of the union. ‘The re- 


quests of the men are refused and any 
of the employes who do not have con- 
fidence in and respect for fhe manage- 
ment of the cowpanies are told that 
they owe it to themselves and to the 
company to retire from the service. 

Almost identicai letters were sent last 
night to committees representing the 
men at Lawrence and at Taunton, and 
later the reply of General Superin- 
tendent Page of the Boston and North- 
ern and General Superintendent Goff 
of the Old Colony was posted in the 
car barns and oilices of both companies. 

March 1 both companies gave their 
2522 ecnductors ard metormen an in- 
crease averaging about 12 percent. 
This did not prove satisfactory to a ma- 
jority of the union and a few days later 
& request Was made for a flat rate of 
25 cents an hour and a recognition of 
the union. The companies were given 
until March 20 to make reply. 

In the letters addressed to the eom- 
mittees surprise is expressed at the 
repetition of a request already fully 
considered and which the companies 
did not feel that they could grant. 
Reference is made to the recent in- 
crease, and further reason for a second 
refusal is said to be the plan now un- 
der consideration of the companies to 
advance the wages of other employes 
besides conductors and motormén. 

As to the recognition of the union, 
the companies are willing to meet em- 
ployes individually or through commit- 
tees at ali reasonable times for the 
discussion of matters of mutual interest 
except on the point of discipline. 
Touching this the management will net 
yield its rights or comprouise its obli- 
gations to the public, its employes, and 
itself, 

The letters intimate that those who 
have been longest in the service and 
are therefore best qualified to judge are 
satisfied with present conditions, and 
it is suggested that those who are not 
satisfied had better seek more con- 
genial tields of employment. 

There will be a meeting of thé union 
in this city today and the communica- 
tions to the committees will be formally 
received by the ren and discussed. 


Operatives Meet With Flat Refusal 

Lowell, Mass., March 20.—The con- 
ference between the agents of the cot- 
ton mills and the committee repre- 
senting the Textile council yesterday 
not only resulted in a flat refusal of 
the former to grant any increase in 
wages, but left the labor people in a 
somewhat angry mood because they 
were not able to present all the figures 
that they had compiled. This was re- 
flected last night at meetings of the 
Weavers and carders, who gave their 
delegates to the Textile council ful) an- 
thority to act as they saw fit in the 
meeting to be held on Sunday. ‘The 
agents reiterated their statement that 
conditions in Lowell would not permit 
of an increase, and it will require cool 
judgment to prevent a strike in the city. 


No Increasé For Yarn Workers 

New Bedford, Mass., March 20.—The 
conference between the New England 
Cotten Yarn company and a commit- 
tee representing its employes yester- 


day afternoon lasted an hour and three- 
quarters, during which time the argu: | 
wekts on both sides were earnest and | 
spirited. At the end of the discussion | 
Treasurer Knowles of the corporation | 
declared emphatically that conditions 
do not warrant the granting of the in- 
crease which is demanded. 


Awaiting Directors’ Reply

TOFULL WIDTH. 


Decree for Hancock Street’: 
Bridge. 


Will Provide for Four 
Tracks, 


And Greatly Improve Hancock 
Street and the City. 


The Norfolk County Commissioners

It has been decided to depress the 


tracks at this pointone foot in order to 
obtain a heighth of 15 feet, 6 inches, 
about a foot more’than at present, To 
depress the tracks further would put 
them in water, while to raise the 
bridge still higher, would be expen- 
sive, and cause the highway grade 
to be too great. 

The new bridge means a great im- 
provement to the street and the city, 
and will better accommodate the rail- 
road as well as the street traffic, as the 
new bridge will provide for four tracks.

Senate Ratifies Reciprocity 
Treaty With Cuba 


COMMITTEE AMENDMENTS 


Are Agreed to, While Those Offered 
by Democrats Are Defeated by Strict 
Party Vote—Wrangle Over Pub- 
licity of Speeches Compromised 


Washington, March 20.—After riti- 
fying the Cuban reciprocity treaty the 
senate adjourned sine die at 5:15 yes- 
terday. Practicallythe entire day was 
spent behind closed doors in executive 
session. Most of the time was de- 
voted to consideration of the Cuban 
treaty. Several speeches were made in 
opposition to the treaty and one in 
favor ef it and at 3 o'clock voting be- 
gan. Rollcalis were had on a number of 
amendments and the treaty itself was 
made the subject of an aye and nay 
vote. The motion to ratify was 
adopted by a ballot of 50 to 16, some- 
what more than a three-fourths vote, 
whereas only a two-thirds vote was nec- 
essary to secure a ratification. 

Immediately after the doors were 
closed a few minutes past 11 o'clock 
Senator Foster took the floor in oppo- 
sition to the treaty. Hespoke forabout 
two hours and a half, In the main his 
speech was an appeal for the protec- 
tion of the American sugar producing 
industry. He spoke especially for the 
cane sugar interests of Louisiana. 
Other speeches in opposition were made 
by Senators Berry and Carmack. Sena- 
tor Simmons was the only Democrat 
who made a speech in advocacy of the 
ratification of the treaty. He replied at 
some length to the speech of Senator 
Foster, declaring for the treaty us a 
means of promoting friendly relations 
between the United States and Cuba.

A mixed border provides an excellent 
manner of obscuring the view of a 
vegetable garden and at the same time 
giving a brilliant and always interest- 
jing aspect to a garden walk.

Next in front of the cannas come 
Salvia Bonfire, Pennisetum ruppellil 
and Abutilon Souvenir de Bonn, plant- 
ed in masses. Phrynium variegatum, 
Centaurea gymnocarpa, acalypha, ire 
sines, archyranthuses and geraniums 
in variety comprise the third group, 
while the immediate foreground is 
made up of low growing subjects, such 
as Ageratums Blanche and Blue Per- 
fection, Begonias Vernon and Erfordii, 
Zinnia haageana, Centaurea candidis- 
sima and sweet alyssum. Abundant 
watering and constant trimming, weed- 
ing, ete., are of course indispensable. 

The pennisetum aboye mentioned is 
worthy of more general cultivation. 
Seed may be sown in January in shal- 
low boxes, transplanted into two inch 
pots and planted out of doors in May. 


The San Jose Scale. 

The Irish potato beetle when left 
alone will soon eat up every green po 
tato in the field. But with as simple a 
remedy as paris green there Is no ne- 
cessity for allowing this to occur. Still 
the potato beetle has been poisoned, 
killed and picked for over twenty-five 
years in the United States, but it Is 
still with us and is here to stay. The 
same will probably be found true with 
the San Jose scale. It will be hard to 
exterminate completely without at the 
same time injuring the trees, but with 
| persistent effort it can be controlled.

Award of Coal Strike Com- 
mission Is So Regarded 


NO RECUGNITION OF UNION 


The Point Which Prevented a Settle- 
ment Until President Induced Both 
Sides to Abide by His Decision— 


Demands and Awards Outlined 


Washington, March 23.—Those _per- 
sons who huve tread the report of the 
coal strike commission do not believe 
that it will give perfect satistaction to 
either side, us it creates the impres- 
sion that it is largely a compromise 
verdict and that the con:mission, for the 
sake of obtaining a unanimous report, 
and to prevent the submission of a mi- 
nority report, sought to hurmonize and 
balance differences of opinion for the 
moral effect that would be produced by 
a finding concurred in by ull the mem- 
bers of the commission. 

In one respect the report of the com- 
mission is a victory for the miners, but 
the commission refuses to recognize 
the union, and that will undoubtedly 
be the most disappotuting feature of the 
report to the winers. 

It was the recoguition of the union 
that prevented a settleiment.until the 
president finally induced both sides to 
abide by his decision. ‘The comission 
recommends a separate anthracite 
union to deal with the questions in the 
anthracite fields. 

An important finding of the commis- 
sion is that there shall be no interfer- 
ence with any man because he is or is 
not a member of the labor union, nor 
shall there be any interferences by union 
men with non-union men. 

For the first time the country learns 
from official sources the tremendous 
cost of g»* strike. 

The loss occasioned by decrease in 
preduction is $46,100,000, the loss in 
Wages $55,000,000, the decrease in 
freight receipts $28,000,000, and relief 
funds used up $1,800,000, waking a total 
of $100,900,000, 

This, of course, does not take inio 
account the loss caused individuals by 
the increased prices they were torced 
to pay for all kinds of coal. 

The demands and the awards may be 
seen in the following statement: 

1. An increase of 20 percent upon 
the prices paid during the year 1901 to 
employes performing coutract or piece 
work. 

Award: Ten percent increase 
rates paid in April, 1902, to 
ceived from Noy. 1, 1902. 

2. A reduction of 20 percent in hours 
of labor, without any reduction of 
earning, for all employes paid by the 
hour, day or week. a 

Award: Eijight-hour shifts at the 
nine-hour pay, effective 102, in certain 
eases, and nine-hour shifts at 10-hour 
pay in others. 

3. The udoption of a system by 
which coal shall be weighed and paid 
for by weight wherever practicable; 
the minimum rate to be 60 cents for a 
legal ton of 2240 pounds; the differ- 
entials now existing at the various 
mines to be maintained. 

Award: The miners may employ 
check and weighmen at their own ex- 
pense, but the present ncthods of pay- 
ment for mining coal wil! continue un- 
less changed by mutual agreement. 
The commission says the cars should 
be uniform. If their size varies the 
prices paid should vary accordingly. 

4. The incorporation of an agree- 
ment between the United Mine Work- 
ers of America and the anthracite coal 
companies of the wages which shall be 
paid and the conditions of employment 
which shall obtain, together with satis- 
factory methods for the adjustment of 
grievances which may srise from time 
to time, to the end that strikes and 
lockouts may be unnecessary. 

Award: A permanent board of con- 
ciliation is established to settle disputes 
arising under this award. As to the 
future the commission recommends 
some machinery for makiaz compulsory 
investigations of difficulties similar to 
the investigations made '-y this com- 
mission, and suggests a modification of 
federal law of 1888 to settle rzilroad 
controversies. The commission, how- 
ever, is against compulsory arbitra- 
tion. The demand for the recognition 
of the union the commission did rot 
pass upon, but it recommended a 
separate anthracite union as _ stuted 
above. During the life of this award, 
which shall continue in force until 
March 31, 1906, there shall be no dis- 
crimination against non-union men avd 
no interference with them.

There may be something in 
the complaints of the taxpayers tbat 
they aie overtaxed.

The average valuation of Quincy for 
the past three years, without deducting 
abatements as required is $21,363,261. 
Twelve dollars on a $1000 of this 
average would yield about $255,000.

798.00, and receipts of #51,798 will be 
necessary in addition to the levy to pay 
these appropriations. In 1901 the 
estimated receipts were $16,788.34, and 
in 1902 they were estimated at $62, - 
737.63. Whether the receipts actually 
came up to the estimates nobody seems 
to know.

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Secret of President Roosevelt’s 
Popularity Among Them. 


WIDE READING AND GOOD MEMORY 


He Knunows Something About Politics 
and History of Every European 
Nation—How Ue Surprised Mme. 
Hengelmuller by His Knowledge 
of Poland. 


No president who has occupied the 
White House within memory has 
made so agreeable an impression upon 
members of the diplomatic colony as 
President Roosevelt, writes the New 
York Commercial Advertiser's Wash- 
ington correspondent. Indeed it is 
doubtful whether among the reigning 
sovereigns of Europe there is one who 
is so thoroughly at home in discussing 
with the representatives of other na- 
tions just the questious in which those 
representatives happen to be particu- 
larly interested. The German emperor 
may be an exception, for his mental 
activities are said to be almost bound- 
less. As for the others—so members 
of the foreign colony in Washington 
Say—not one of them can compare 
with the president of the United 
States. There are very few questions 
about which President Roosevelt does 
not know something. He has been a 
voracious reader ever since he was a 
boy, and he has always been passion- 
ately fond of history and biography. 
His memory is tenacious and encyclo- 
pedic. Whatever information once 
gets into his mind sticks there, ready 
to be called on at a second’s notice. 
No president since John Quincy Ad- 
ams has begun to compare with him 
in the extent of his general knowledge 
of questions not immediately con- 
cerned with American politics and his- 
tory. He knows something about the 
politics and history of every nation in 
Europe, even the most insignificant, 
and he at times displays a familiarity 
with them which is as surprising to 
their representatives in Washington as 
it is gratifying. 

The wife of the Austrian ambassa- 
dor, Von Hengelmuller, is a native of 
Poland. If there is a region in Europe 
about which most American public 
men have vague and hazy notions, it is 
Poland. Everybody knows something 
about Kosciusko and how freedom 
shrieked when he fell, and that is 
about the limit. But it happens that in 
the course of his reading the president 
has picked up a lot of information 
about Poland and about the old Polish 
families. He knows their relationship 
to one another and the part they have 
played in polish history, so that when 
Mme. von Hengelmuller happens to be 
placed beside him at dinner he can talk 
to her about her own people with a fa- 
miliarity and with a just appreciation 
which fill her with astonishment and 
delight. 

So with M. Jusserand, the new 
French ambassador. M. Jusserand is a 
litterateur of high rank in his own 
country and has an international repu- 
tation, although comparatively few 
Americans probably have ever read 
much that he has written. He has 
made a special study of early English 

literature and has written upon it with 

| great ability and with fine discrimina- 
tion. When he came to talk with the 
president, he was flattered and over- 
joyed to find that Mr. Roosevelt had 
read everything he had ever written 
about early English literature, Piers 
Ploughman and the rest, and the two 
conversed with enthusiasm for a long 
time upon topics congenial to both 
which have no bearing whatever upon 
international relations. Sir Michael 
Herbert and Baron yon Sternburg of 
course are old friends, dating back to 
the days when the president was an 
under official in Washington, and all 
the other diplomatic representatives in 
Washington find their personal rela- 
tions with the occupant of the White 
House exceptionally pleasant. 

The representative of a different type 
of individual to whom the president 
appeals even more strongly than to the 
diplomats was in Washington recently 
—Seth Bullock, the sheriff of Dead- 
wood, 8. D. Bullock is as fine a speci- 
men of the frontiersman as could be 
found anywhere, with long, drooping 
mustaches, aguiline nose and hawklike 
eye. Bullock came on to visit the pres- 
ident and brought with him Mrs. Bul- 
lock. They were invited to the German 
musicale at the White House the other 
evening, the president having warned 
Seth in advance not to “shoot the fid- 
dler.” Seth was immensely taken with 
the German choruses. After the enter- 
tainment was over Senator Lodge 
asked him what he thought of it. “It 
was fine,” was the reply. “I liked it. It 
took me a little higher up the gulch 
than I'd ever been before, but I liked 
it.” Seth would go through fire and 
water for the president, and the presi- 

dent would do the same for him. 


Congressman’s Law Practice Restful. 

Several members of the house were 
discussing their plans for the coming 
summer in Speaker Henderson's room 
the other morning when General Hen- 
derson turned to Representative Gaines 
of Tennessee, says the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Trib- 
une, and said: 

“How are you going to spend your 
summer, Gaines?” 

“I intend to take a rest, an absolute 
rest,” was the reply. 

“That means that you will resume 
your law practice, I presume,” re- 
marked the speaker, and a shout of 
laughter greeted the presumption.

TO FORCE THE ISSUE 


Decision of Delegates to the 
Textile Unions 


STRIKE NOT YET ORDERED 


But Sentiment of Individual Unions 
Will Probably Be For lusistence 
Upon Increase In Wages For More 
Than Eighteen Thousand 


Lowell, Mass:, March 23.—Unionism 
is likely to force a strike as the result 
of the declination of the mill agents to 
grant an increase in wages to up- 
wards of 18,000 operatives. ‘The Tex- 
tile council, the delegate body repre- 
senting all the organized trades in the 
industry here, gave consideration yes- 
terday to the reply of the will agents 
to the request for a wage increase. 

The sum and substance of that meet- 
ing is believed to be gfven in the terse 
statement by President Conroy of the 


council: “We have decided to force the 
issue.” It was not understood from 


him that the council has ordered a 
strike; rather it Is stated that this rep- 
resents the sentiment of the body, and 
that the council’s recommendations go 
back to the individual unions through 
reports of delegates with the request 
for further instruction. 

The council met at 2:50 in the after- 
noon and sat for 2% hours, then .djourn- 


ing until 8 in the evening and sitting 
again for nearly two hours. Adjourn- 


ment was then taken until Thursday 
evening. The afternoon session was 
occupied alinost exclusively by the 
reading of the report of the conference 
between the mill agents and the r.epre- 
; sentatives of th council on ‘Thursday 
last. This report was made by Secre- 
tary McDonald and it was accom- 
| panied by the mill agents’ :eply, which 
had previously been made public. 

The council accepted ihe seport as a 
parliamentary means of disposiig of 
it, the. acceptance also conveying the 
opinion that it Was unsatisfactory. 

A joint note from President Adams of 
the state board of trade, who ciso is a 
Lowell merchant, and President Conant 

| of the Lowell board of trade, directed 

to President Conroy and requesting a 
conference with Mayor Howe and repre- 
sentatives of the mill agents, was re- 
ceived, read and placed va file without 
discussion, 

At the evening sessiou there was a 
short discussion on future : ction cn 
the matter. Thursday evening was set 
for a special meeting of the council, by 
which time all the individual unions will 
have decided upon their position for or 

hecatnat a strike. In order that there 
may be no delay in reaching a decision 
the presidents of the unions cach have 
called special meetings to be held be- 
fore Thursday. 

President Conroy says that he wants 
it understood by all that he bas rot 
sought any outside influence for arbi- 
tration purposes and that the “” extile 
council has not, up to the present time, 
been given any official assurance of 
support from unions in other places,

RISE OF BROWNLOW, | 


Tennessee Congressman Who Spent 
but Three Years at School, 
Congressman W. P. Brownlow, who 
attracted national attention as the au- 
thor of the national good roads bill in- 
troduced in congress this winter, repre- 
sents the First Tennessee district, for 
many years represented by President 
Andrew Johnson, and is the leading 

Republican of his state. 

While the lower house contains many 
self made men, there are few who have 
made their way to the top under great- 
er difficulties. Although a nephew of 
Parson Brownlow, former governor of 
Tennessee and later her representative 
in the senate, young Brownlow had to 
make his own way in the world.

Nashville to seek his famous uncle’s 
aid, but met with a rebuff.

He served an apprenticeship at the 
tinner’s trade in his brother’s shop and 
later peddled sewing machines. He yva- 
ried this by selling tombstones and then 
became a fireman on the Rogersville 
and Ohio railroad, rising to the position 
of engineer. He entered the newspaper 
business as a reporter on the Knoxville 
Whig and Chronicle (at that time edit- 
ed by his uncle) in 1876. 

In the same year he purchased the 
Herald and Tribune, . published at 
Jonesboro, of which he has since been 
the editor and proprietor. He soon be- 
came & power among Tennessee Re- 
publicans and still remains their chief. 

In March, 1881, be was appointed post- 
master of Jonesboro, but resigned the 
following December to accept the deor- 
keepership of the house of representa- 
tives of the Forty-seventh congress. 

In the primary of 1896 he was chosen 
to represent his district in the Fifty- 
fifth congress and triumphantly elect- 
ed. He was re-elected to the Fifty- 
sixth, Fifty-seventh and Fifty-eighth 
congresses. Mr. Brownlow is a native 
of Virginia.

When Maud Gonne, known as the

Will Not Be Accep‘ed by the

IS ASKED TO RECONSIDER 


Says All the Glory He Asks Is to 
Contemplate Venezuela Becoming 
Happy—Belief at Washington That 
It Is Merely a Political Move 


Caracas, March 23.—The Venezuelan 
congress, by a unanimous vote, bas de- 
clined te accept President Castro's 
resignation and has passed a resolution 
requesting him to reconsider lis de- 


cision. 

The congressional hall was crowded 
Saturday afternoon and all the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corp3 were pres- 
ent when President Castro read his 
message to congress. President Castro 
first passed in review the terrible con- 
ditions which prevailed in the country 
and denounced the errors of his coun- 
trymen. “But,” he continued, “if it is 
painful to consider how wuch bleod 
and how many tears have been shed, yet 
it is a consolation to think that their 
bitter stream by the law of compensa- 
tion will fecundate something that 
should correspond to present day aspl- 
rations, since every struggle begets an 
idea and every victorious idea justifies 
the supposition that an onward step 
has been taken in the road to buman 
perfection. Our victory over the great 
adversities which have just oppresse d 
us must terminate the tumults of our 
life, otherwise we shall reach a shame- 
ful dissolution.” 

Touching then, on the question of the 
recent foreign intervention. President 
Castro said it had been brought about 
by a league of people who, unable to 
submit their claims to the impartiality 
of the tribunals, had employed force, 
and that because he refused to snb:vit 
to the Anglo-German exactions they, 
acting in collusion with the revoli- 
tionary general, Matos, endeavored to 
get rid of him. In confirn.ation of this 
latter statement President Castro cited 
a letter written by the commander of 
the German warship Stosch. He pro- 
ceeded to say that now that the sov- 
ereignty of the nation had been safe- 
guarded. 

“I deliver my abdication in order 
that you may proceed legally to call 
on him who should take tay place. so 
that there may remain to no Vene- 
zuelan the slightest pretext for hostiity 
to his country or for connivance with 
foreigners who, without auy ground 
save force, fell upon unfortunate 
Venezuela, trampling under foot rea- 
son and justice to the detriment of 
civilization and the beautiful con- 
quests of right. With head uplifted 
and with tranquil conscience I return 
to the efforts of toil which bouor and 
dignify. All the energies and possi- 
bilities of my life are at your service 
should it become necessary to srise 
and defend our country ugainst the 
attacks of foreigners. All the glory I 
ask is to contemplate Venezuela be- 
coming respected, presperous and 
happy.” 

The president of congress then re- 
ceived President Castro's resignation 
and a commission was immediately ap- 
pointed to draw up a reply to the 
tendered resignation. 

Later a night session of congress 
was held and a resolution wus udopted 
requesting President Castro to recon- 
sider his resignation in view of the 
critical condition of the republic, anda 
vote of confidence in his poliety wus 
passed unanimously. 

The delegation appointed by « onzress 
called at noon yesterday st the presi- 
dent’s residence and transmitted to 
President Castro the resolution unani- 
mously adopted by congress, refusing 
to accept his resignation and requesting 
him to reconsider his decision. Presi- 
dent Castro in reply declined to change 
his mind, but, after being urged by 
his personal friends, he offered to pre- 
Sent another message to congress, 
which he will meet on Thursday, to 
give a solution to the situation. 

The French warship roude has left 
La Guaira. Her departure is taken as 
indicating that there is no reason to 
fear internal complications as a result 
of President Castro's resignation. 

In the ordinary course of events 
President Castro’s term would have 
ended Feb. 20, 1908. He was elected 
president of Venezuela for six Years, 
beginning Feb. 20, 1902. He had been 
elected provisional president of Vene- 
zuela on March 30, 1901, by the con- 
stituent assembly. Senor  Cestro, 
when the presidency changed hands 
some time previous to that dat», had 
proclaim@d himself president, and the 
United States government, in Novem er, 
1899, had officially recognized the de 
facto government headed by him. The 
action of the constituent usseinbly 
legalized his position and invested him 
with the full powers of a presidential 
ruler to the limit of its authority. Upto 
that time, while being generally recog- 
nized as president of Venezuela, he had 
in reality been simply dictator of the 
republic. A year later, as already 
stated, the Venezuelan congress rati- 
fied his election and regularly installed 
him as president of Venezurla for a 
term of six years, dating from Feb. 
20, 1902. 


May Be Merely a Feeler 
Washington, March 23.—Presid nt 
Castro’s resignation comes in for a good 
deal of discussion in governmental and 
diplomatic circles. The general senti- 
ment of persons conversant with South 
American affairs seems to be that the 


tion of an expression of congress for 
jts united and hearty support. It was 
not thought that he had any serious idea 
of giving up his office permanently. 
Some manifestation of confidence, it is 
suggested, was necessary in view of 
conditions existing in Venezuela, aris- 
ing, it might be, out of the extraordinary 
import duties levied by Castro abouta 
month ago and the effect on the coun- 
try of the revolution through » hich 
the country has been passing. 


London Is Surprised 

London, March 23.—The news of 
President Castro's resignation came as 
a complete surprise to people here. 
Some months ago the possible deposi- 
tion of the Venezuelan president was 
discussed at the foreign office as a se- 
rious objection to making terms with 
Venezuela with nothing but President 
Castro’s signature as a guarantee, but 
since then the officials here were in- 
clined to believe that his position was 
well established. 


How Italy Views It 

Rome, March 23.—Considerable im- 
pression was made here by the news of 
President Castro's resignation, which is 
regarded as a sign that the internal sit- 
uation of Venezuela is much worse than 
appeared from the news which had 
been allowed to leave Venevwela. It is 
hoped here that President Castro's 
resignation will lead to the pacitica- 
tion of the country and the re-estab- 
lishment of order. 


Regret In Germany 
Berlin, March 23.—The German gov- 


ernment bad no warning of President | 


Castro's retirement. The feelin, in of- 
ficial quarters is rather one of regret 
than otherwise, becanse President 
Castro’s resignation creates uncer- 
tainty regarding the conditions that 
were understood during the unfinished 
negotiations at Washington. 


An Awe-lInspiring Spectacle 

Kingstown, St. Vincent, March 23.— 
The eruption of Soufriere, which began 
Saturday, continues and itcreases in 
activity. The spectacle is awe-inspir- 
ing. The crater is belching forth dense 
black clouds, accompanied by loud 
roaring and flashes which rend the 
spreading pall of smoke which now en- 
velopes the entire island in darkness. 
Electrical discharges occurred at in- 
tervals during the night, while at day- 
break the sunlight playing on the 
stupendous voleanie clouds produced 
exceedingly beautiful effects. 


Moro Disturbances 

Manila, March 25.—There is 2 feeling 
of unrest in Jolo on account of the ar- 
rest and conviction of three promi- 
bent Moros who raided and burned a 
Chinese district. As a prevautionary 
measure General Sumner has strength- 
ened the Jolo garrison and is preparing 
te send additional troops there. In the 
event of an emergency naval vessels 
will be asked to co-operate with the 
troops in a demonstration.

With a package of letters in his 


bands, some of which were written to 
Mrs. Burdick by Arthur R. Pennell, 
co-responde..t in the divorce proceed- 


ings instituted by Mr. Burdick, and 
other communications between Mr. 


Burdick and his wife, Mr. Coatsworth 
forced Mrs. Burdick to tell the story of 
her relations with Pennell froin the 
time he first made love to Ber in New 
Haven in 1898, until 1901, when these 
relations were renewed after Burdick 
had forgiven his wife and had taken 
her back to his home for the sake of 
their children. 

Mrs. Burdick was deathly pale while 
on the witness stand. She answered 
questions in a low, faltering tone, evad- 
ing a direct answer whenever possible 
and reluctantly admitting facts v- hen 
the district attorney pitilessty read ex- 
tracts of the love letters written to her 
by Arthur R. Pennell. 

George ©. Miller, attorney for Edwin 
Burdick in the divorcee proceedings 
against Mrs. Burdick, was the first 
witness culled. He told in detail the 
steps that had been taken at the re- 
quest of Mr. Burdick to secure a di- 
vorce. “Mr. Burdick was ready at all 
times to sacritice his own interests for 
tflose of his children,” said Mr. Miller.

Henry J. Orrett, the Pennell furnace 
man, wus he next witness. His testi- 
mouy was unimportant. 


witness was Miss Lizzie 
maid at the Pennell Louse 
the murder. She said 
s with his wife in their 
room reading at 7:45 on the night of 
the murder. She saw thein again at 
10 o'clock when she passed their door. 
She did not see them again until the 
next morning. ‘The rest of her testi- 
mony was unimportant. 

There was a bum of interest in the 
room when Miss Romance wars. ex- 
cused and .lrs. Burdick took the wit- 
ness stand. Mrs. Burdick testified that 
she would be 42 years of age on April 
30. She was married to Burdick in 
1886. ‘They had three children. She 
met Pennell at a card party five or six 
years ago at which Mr. Burdick was 
present. She went to New Haven and 
New York with the Pennells in 1898. 
Mr. Burdick did not go, being detained 
by business. No unusual friendship 
sprang up between her and Pennell. 
Witness did not recall a letter from 
Pennell written in New Haven in 1900 
in whieh he said: “Yesterday 1 was 
at the gateway on the campus grounds 
where more than two years ago I drew 
you in in the darkness, ‘his place is 
enshrined tu me.” 

The district attorney then showed 
the letter to the witness, yho tren bled. 
She stated in a whisper hat she recog- 
nized it as Pennell’s nand.vriting ad 
recalled the incident spoken of. Pen- 
nell went into a doorway, drew ber in, 
took her in his arms and kissed her. 
She thought she remonstrated. 

She did not recall that Pennell vasat 
Shelter islund in September, 1200, nor 
a letter from him in which he wrote 
that he bad found her gloves in the 
pocket of his tuxedo. The letter wus 
handed fer. She read it hastily und 
did nut appear to enjoy itscoatents. It 
was written by Pennell, said, but 
she did not recall having seen it Le- 
fore. 

Mrs. Burdick was shown 
letter from Sheiter island written in 
September, 1900, and it was identific 1 
by her. She did not recall! Pennell ; 
telephoning her from New York as 
stated in the letter.

“In this same letter he says: ‘Only 
a day more and I shall once more see 
the love light in your eyes and ex- 
perience the paradise within your arms,’ 
What does he mean by that, Mrs. Bur- 
dick?’ 

“T don't know.” 

Mr. Coatsworth quoted what 
termed “pretty strong language’ As 
this and other letters written by Pen- 
nell to Mrs. Burdick, in one of which 
he said: ‘There is that in the manner 
of your husband toward you that makes 
me fear sometimes that 1 might kill 
him.” 

Witness did not know whether her 
husband knew she was receiving letters 
from Pennell. Witness had been inthe 
habit of keeping her letters locked ina 
box. Her husband took her by the 
throat in January, 1901, and choked 
her and forced her to open the box and 
produce the letters. 

Burdick had not started divorce pro- 
ceedings, but she wanted to get a di- 
vorce from him. She had no love for 
him, but did love Pennell, whom she 
expected to marry. He bad. wife, but 
he expected they would be divorced. 
In reply to a question as to whether 
Mrs. Pennell had consented to a di- 
vorce, she said: “Sometimes she did 
and sometimes she did not.’ 

It was after the incidents relatcd by 
Mrs. Burdick yesterday that Mr. bur- 
dick sent her away from home the see- 
ond time. Her second exile from home 
began last Thanksgiving and lasted un- 
til after the murder of ker busba; d. 
Today Mrs. Burdick wil! probably be 
called upon to tell what she knows of 
her movements of Pennell jast before 
the murder.

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Woman Takes the Lives ot 
Her Four Little Ones 


CORPSES PILED IN A CLOSET 


Pours Kerosene Oil Over Them and 
Herself and Then Cuts Her Own 
Throat and Sets Fire to the Awful 


Pile—Signs of Mental Derangement 


Sturbridge, Mass., March 24.-A 
frenzied mother in the little hamlet of 
Fiskdale, after cutting off every 


means of escape by fastening windows 
and doors, crushed in the heads of her 
four little chiidren yesterday, threw 
their bodies into a closet, scattered oil 
over them and herself, and then, after 
setting all on tire, closed her awful 
work and her own life by cutting her 
throat. 

Mrs. Peter Burke, wife of a bard- 
working machinist in au auger factory, 
committed the fearful deed, and ber 
victims were: Lilla, 6 years; William, 
fh years; Louise, 1% years, and Mae, 5 
months old respectively. 

That the woman had 
showed signs of mental derangement 
seems to be ndmitted, but that it should 
have taken such a violeut form was not 
even thought of by her husband, now 
completely prostrated, or her own rela- 
tives. The family have lived in Fisk- 
dale about a year and a baif, coming 
there from Worcester. Mrs. Burke is a 
native of New Hampshire, with relatives 
in Somersworth. 

But for the accidental discovery of 
the fire the deed of the mother might 
have been hidden forever from the 
world by the destruction of the house. 
Two boys, Edward Parrio and Gus 
Williams, happened to be passing the 
house when they saw smoke coming 
from a window. ‘They burst in the 
doors and tried first to put tbe fire 
out with buckets of water, but it gained 
on them so faust that they were obliged 
to run out for help. The combined ef- 
forts of the neighbors had the effect of 
extinguishing the flames, so that they 
did pot reach above the ground floor. 

Up to that time no one knew of the 
tragedy which the fire had sought to 
cover. But some one noticed that a 
closet door which seemed to be more 
charred than the rest of the wood- 
work, was open, and glancing inside, 
blackened mass was seen. ‘Thos? who 
made the discovery were horrified to 
find the body of Mrs. Burke and be- 
neath it those of her four children. 
Even then the fact that she had killed 
them was not disclosed, vatil one by 
one they were taken out and then it 
was seen that every one of the little 
ones bad its head split open, yzhile the 
immediate cause of the mother’s death 
Was seen in the gaping wound in her 
throat. 

The house in which the Burkes lived 
was a double one, but at the time of the 
tragedy, which occurred about noon, 
ho one Was in the other half. Neither 
were there any houses within a dis- 
tance of a hundred yards, so that no 
one heard 

From the appearance of the room 
and the position of the bodies, it would 
seem us if Mrs. Burke had first cut off 
every ineans of escape for the little ones 
by nailing down the windows and 
locking all the The weapon 
with which she crushed out the life of 
her offspring was a large uxe, which 
Was discovered in a corner of the room. 
Just which cue she killed first is also 
a matter of conjecture, but it seems as 
if the eldest, Lilla, met death first, 
for it was her body that was at the 
bottom of the pile. That of Willlam, 
the next eldest, was above his sister, 
then came that of litle Louise, and 
finally the baby. 

Mrs. Burke must have dragged all 
the children into the closet, and then 
taken a bottle of kerosene oil, poured it 
upon their clothing, about the walls, 
and then upon herself, It was ap- 
parent that she must have set fire to 
the bodies before she cut her own 
throat, as she would scarcely have been 
strong enough to have done it after- 
wards. ‘The bottle which contained the 
kerosene was found on a shelf after the 
fire. 

The fire had so completely charred the 
woodwork and the flooring that no 
bloodspots could be found. "he bodies 
of three of the children were burned 
almost beyond recognition, but that of 
Louise was only scorched, The body 
of Mrs. Burke was ulso badly burned, 
but it did not hide the fearful wound in 
her throat. 

As soon as the fire was discovered 
in his house, Mr. Burke was notified 
and arrived just as the bodies were 
discovered. The shock Was so great 
that the unfortunate man lost  con- 
Sclousness and he has sinve been in a 
more or less dazed condition. 

: Mrs. Burke had five brotiers and two 
sisters. Three of the brothers live in 
Somersworth, N. H.

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GOES BACK TO CEYLON 


General MacDonald to Face 
a Court Martial 


HONORABLE WAR RECORD 


Will Be Tarnished If Charges Against 
Him Are Found to Be True—Man 
Highlanders’ 


Who From 


Ranks to a High Position

Colombo, Ceylon, March 25.—Charges 
ef the most serious nature bave been 
brought against Major General Sir 
Hector MacDonald (who is an aide-de- 
camp to King Edward), commanding 
the British forces in Ceylon, in conse- 
quence of which the governor of that 
island. Sir Joseph Ridgeway, has been 
authorized to convene a court martial 


to try General MacDonald. The lat- 
ter, when the charges were filed some 
time ago, went to England to confer 


with his friends and superior officers, 
and now, it is understood, he will return 
and face the charges which, it is al- 
leged, ave based on imuvoral acts. 


London, March 25.--The announce- 
ment from Colombo that Major Gen- 


eral MacDonald is to be tried by court 
martial on most serious charges of im- 
moral conduct will undoubtedly prove 
to be the greatest seusation in British 
nilitary circles since the case «f Col- 
onel Valentine Baker, who was sen- 
tenced Aug. 2, IS75, to pay a fine of 
$2500 and to undergo i2 months’ im- 
prisonment for indecently assaulting a 
lady in a railroad carriage, 

General MacDonald was regarded as 
one of Britain’s great soldiers. He rose 
Trom the ranks in the Gordon High- 
landers to his present position, and the 
service list shows no more honorable 
war record than that of MacDonald, 
while few officers possess more hard- 
won decorations. He was extremely 
popular in army and in civil life. 

While the army olfticials and many 
of his brother otlicers were aware that 
charges were pending against Mac- 
Donald no intimation of their zature 
leaked out until the dinner of the offi- 
cers of a Highland regiment March 21, 
at which MacDonald was not present. 
Lord Roberts, the  commander-in- 
chief, paid tribute in a speech on that 
occasion to the Highland officers who 
had served with distinction, but he did 
het mention MacDonald. This at- 
tracted considerable and the 
sensation was increased when another 
speaker, who was not aware of the 
facts in the lauded MacDonald 
typical Highland soldier, and 
found that his re:narks were received 
in cold silence by the majority of the 
otlicers present. 

General MacDonald, it is announced, 
left England for the continent some 
days ago, aud it is understood that he 
is returning to Ceylon under the advice 
of Lord Roberts, after hearing Mace- 
Donald's yersion of the charges.

PLEASES THE IRISHMEN 


|Land Bill Formally Launched 


In Parliament 


PASSES ITS FIRST READING 


Wyndham Says $750,000,000 Could 
Safely Be Advanced on Irish Land, 
but Thinks That Scheme Will Not 
Involve 500,000,000 
London, March 26.- The Irish secre- 

tary Mr. Wyndbam, introduced the 

xovernment’s long auticipated Lrish 
land bill in the bouse of commons yes- 
terday afternocn aad it passed its first 
reading. It proposes a free grant of 

$60,000,000 for the purposes of the Dill. 

Tenants are to pay 3 1-4 percent in- 

terest on loans from the government. 


Mr. Wyndham said he thonght the 
scheme would not involve $500,000,000, 
but that $750,000,000 could safely be 
advanced on Irish land. The advance 
to tenants is limited to $2500 in the con- 
gested districts and $5000 elsewhere, 
The bill also pr€vides that untenanted 
farms and grazing iands shall be sold 
to neighboring tenants and that three 
commissioners, to be known as estates 
commissioners, shall supervise the 
sales. ‘The names of the three com- 
nussioners are Michxel Tinucane, 
Frederick S. Wrench and William F. 
Bailey. They will be ander the gen- 
eral control of the lord iientenant of 

Ireland. The bill will become ef¥ective 
Nov. 1. 

The keen interest felt in this new 
legislation which, it is hoped, wil! pro- 
mote peace and contentment in Lre- 
land, was shown by the crowded house. 
The peers’ gallery :nd the distinguisned 
Strangers’ gallery were filled and there 
has been no such gathering of mem- 
bers of parliament since the opening of 
' the session. 

A hush of expectation fell on the 
jassembly as John Redmond, the Irish 
| leader, roze to speak. If he refused to 

countenance the bill, its death, and per- 

haps even the government's downfall, 
was deerecd. When the galleries of 
, the house found bim sympathetic and 
‘ non-committal a feeiing of relief per- 
'vaded all sides. What Sir Henry 
'Campbell-Bannerman, the — Liberal 
leader, and the others said had little 
effect. Even T. W. Russell, who, with 
| others, criticised the details and various 
omissions in Mr. Wyndham’s plan, 
wound up with a reluctant admission 
that “it is a great bill.” 

Mr. Wyndham spoke for one hour 
and a half, giving the outlines of the 
complicated measure, skillfully thread- 
ing his way through 2x maze of figures 
and bringing out the plin in such a 
| manner as to earn general comimenda- 
| tion from both parties and all sections 
jof the house. The bill was read a first 

time with little delay and without a 

division. The discussion following Mr. 

Wyndimm’s exposition of the pro- 

visions of the bill brought forth little 

unfriendly criticism. On the contrary, 
| John Redmond and the other Irish lead- 
; ers termed it a strong aud) robably ef- 

fective vill. It is already conceded ns 

absolutely certain that the bill will

The passing of the lirst reading of 
the bill was followed by a rush to the 
lobby where ensued scenes that mizht 
well make the ghost of Parnell turn in 
his grave. The Duke of Abercorn, the 
most powerful Jandiord in [reland, 
asked to be introduced to Joln Red- 
mond, and a mutual friend brought the 
duke to the leader of the Nationalist 
party, with whom the jeader of the 
Irish landlords heartily shook hands, 
and they patched up the peace of Ire- 
land over the house of commons re- 
freshment bar. 

Earl Duaraven, who with John Red- 
mond, shares the greatest responsibility 
for yesterday's procedure, clipped out 
quietly to avoid congratulations. He 
said to The Associated Press corre- 
spondent: “I believe the bill will meet 
the requirements of all parties, ‘Though 
I have not wad a chance to read them 
and cannot speak definitely concerning 
the details of the measure, it certainly 
seems as though a new era was dawn- 
ing on a new Ireland Mr. Wyndham 
to a great extent has followed the lines 
of our conference. I think that the 
landlords and tenants, with perhaps 
some slight amendments,,, will be able 
to agree to the main principles of the 
bill.” 

The Duke of Abercorn said: ‘“To- 
day’s proceedings are certainly a mat- 
ter for congratulation. I hope that the 
provisions of the bill wlen carefully 
studied will be carried out. It :ouks 
as though the ancient hatchet had been 
buried.” 

John Redmond seemed in a quite 
hopeful mood. Various members of 
his party, however, traulky discussed 
Mr. Wyn@bam’s pian. ‘Ihe omission 
of adequate provision for those tenants 
already evicted, doubts whether the 
landlords would accede to the terns of 
the measure and objections to the choice 
of Mr. Wrench as one of the three 
estate commissioners seem to be the 
chief difficulties, but all the Nationalist 
members appeared to be agreed that 
the bill went farther towards puttirg 
Ireland on a prosperous basis than any 
before introduced, especlaliy as the 
system is intended to be administrated 
on a commercial, rather than on a 
judicial basis. 

Hitherto all the land acts have come 
under the interpretation of the judges 
whose decisions could not be qestioned. 
The only skeleton at this political love 
‘feast was Michael Pavitt, who, from 
‘the public gallery, aloof from his

Several conservative members ex- 
pressed to The Associated Press corre- 
spondent their anxiety at t12 govern-

that the government has a hard enough 
financial job on its hands already, but 
in face of the demand from hoth Irish 
parties we can scarcely help trying to 
settle a problem which has been such 
a serious thorn for so long a time. I 
think you will find that the government 
will have a solid majority when the 
bill is voted.” 


Well Recelved In Ireland 

Dublin, March 26.--Kditions of the 
evening papers here were issued in a 
steady stream yesterday giving details 
of the Irish land sili, which were read 
everywhere with intense iuterest, com- 
bined with a considerable unionnt of 
satisfaction. Both here and in Belfast 
the measure is recoguized as a breve at- 
tempt on the part of the government 
to solve a difficult problem, and among 
numerous criticisms of details of the 
bill hardly a-voice is raised in hostility.

But Not 


Face Court Martial 


Brave Enough to 


SUICIDE OF MAC DONALD! __ 


Retired to His Room In 
Hotel and Put a Bullet Into His 
Head—Had Been Reading News- 
Paper Story About Himself 


Paris, March 26—Major General 
Sir Hector MacDonald, .ommanding 
the British forces in Ceylon and one of 
the foremost officers in the British 
army, against whom chiurges based on 
iminoral acts were filed some time ago, 
committed suicide yesterdsy at the 
Hotel Regina here. He shot himself 
in the right tempie shortly after nooa 
and expired a few minutes later. 


The general was alone in his small | latest improved style. 


chamber at the time of the tragedy. 
One of the female attendants heard the 
Pistol shot and, opening the door, 
saw the general's gare outstretched on 
the floor with the blood: gushing from 
a bullet wound in the head. She ran 
screaming to the baleony overlooking 
the lobby of the hotel, where many 
guests were assembled. ‘The  pro- 
prietor of the hotel was the first to 
reach the expiring man. Medica! Lelp 
was immediately summoned, but was 
found to be useless, death 
quickly. 

The commissary of police was _noti- 
fled and, accompanied Ly a doctor, pro- 
ceeded to a preliminary investigation. 
No money or papers of any kind were 
found in Sir’ Hector’s baggage. Towo 
notes written in Englixi were found 
lying on a table in his reom and these 
were taken possessicn of by the au 
thorities, but it is undersived that their 
contents have no bearing on the sui- 
cide. In the general's coat, lying on 
the bed, were found some photographs. 
The British embassy and consulate 
were notitied later and Consul Gen- 
eral Inglis took charge of the body. 
The French officials took possession of 
the revolve. 

Sir Hector MacDonald arrived {vo 
Paris last Friday evening from Lon- 
don on his way back to Ceylon, where 
it is understood that an immediate 
court martial would be held to clear up 
the charges made against him. On 
reaching the hotel at 11 o'clock at 
night he was told that only a small 
and indifferent room was available. 
He replied that that was quite 
ficient. He was not accompanied by 
an aid-de-camp or a Palet. He said he 
cnly intended to stay 2 dy or two in 
Paris. 
his arrival. He was, however, in the 
hotel lobby about noon yesterday and 
it is believed that a newspaper printed 
in English, containing a resume of the 
grave charges brought against him and 
embellished with the zeneral’s portrait 
in full uniform, came under his at- 
tention. He went to his room and the 
pistol shot followed soon after. 

No arrangements hive yet been made 
as to the disposition of the body, which 

j is subject to the orders of the British 
authorities. Both the British embassy 
and Consul General licziis have ad 
vised London of the tragedy and ar 
awaiting definite instructions. 

The general's suicide has profoundly 
shocked the British officials here. 
Those about the hotel wno had eor- 
versed with MucDonald recently say 
be showed no signs of excitement or 
mental worry. They describe himasof 
soldierly bearing, sligitly under sid 
diq height, with bronzed face and a 
slight gray moustacie.

nothing furtber would be called for 
under this particular order. May 1 was 
fixed as the date when the new rates 
should become operative. 

This matter of equalizing suburban 
rates has been under discussion by the 
traflic officials of the company for a 
year or more, and a definite plan of 
proceedure had been reached, but it was 
not proposed to make it operative until 
July 1, when the fiscal year begins. 
The details of this new schedule have 
not heretofore been made known, but 
it can now be stated that the new rates 
are practically the making of a 5-cent 
rate to all stations five miles from 
Boston. 

On the Providence division no change 
will be made, as the present rate to Ja- 
maica Plain is 5 cents and the distance 
about 5 miles. 

On the Plymouth division the 
limit will be Neponset. The rate to 
Atlantic, the next station beyond, is to 
be fixed at 7 1-2 cents, instead of 9 
jcents, the present charge. No other 
points will be affected. 

On the Mattapan branch of the Ply- 
mouth division the 5-cent zone will in- 
clude Ashmont, and to the next station, 
which is Cedar Grove, the rate will be 
7 1-2 cents, in place of 9 cents. 

On the "Midland division the 5-cent 
tariff will iuclude Dorchester, there be- 
ing no change in the rates beyond. 

In estimating the reduction in reve- 
nnes that will follow these lower rates 
it is found thaton the Midland division 
they will amount to $21,300 annually, 
and on the Plymouth division $14,700, 
making a total of $36,000, or $3000 a 
month,

likely to sell their estates. ‘I. W. Itus- 
sell, member for one of the Ulster 
divisions, declares that this difficulty, 
arising from the :bsence of a conpul- 
sory clause in the bill, will result ina 
continuance of the agitation in Ulster 
by the tenants who are thus deprived 
of availing themselves of the new 
measure. 

William O'Brien has issued a mani- 
festo criticising muny features of the 
bill, but strongly deprecating anything 
like a hasty condemnation by the Na- 
tionalist convention. enerally speak- 
ing, the Nationalists heartily welcome 
the bill, not becaus> they regard it as 
perfect, but because it gives minis- 
terial sanction to the principle of state 
aid in the shape of the bonus }-rovided 
for under the bill and }eenuse it is held 
to contain the zerms of a future meas- 
ure of self-government for Ireland. 

Mr. Asquith, speaking at St. Albans 
last night, said that without being 
sanguine, credulous or optimistic, he 
could not help thinking that if by a 
concordat, such as this bill, they could 
hope for a satisfactory land settlement, 
it was not beyoad the bonnds of states- 
manship that by a like concordat be- 
tween Ireland on one side and all the 
parties in England on the other they 
shou'd make an equaily substantial ad- 
vance towards settling the problem of 
Irish government. 

Lord Londonderry, speaking at 
Skipton, expressed his unqualitied ep- 
proval of the bill. 

Among the provisions of the bill 
which Mr. Wyndham bad not time to 
explain Wednesday is a very inaportant 
one, sweeping away all arrears of 1ent, 
except for the year preceding the pas- 
sage of the act. Several other ex- 
tremely good features of the measure 
will also come to light when the text is 
distributed.

the Mysterious Murder 


Buffalo, March 27.—The inquest into 
the death of Edwin L. Burdick, who was 
murdered just a wonth ago, ended yes- 
terday afternoon. At the elose of the 
inquest Judge Murphy announced that 
an official inquiry into the tragic death 
of Arthur R. Pennell, who has figured 
so prominently in the Burdick iuquest, 
will be begun next Monday. 

The Burdick inquest Las served to 
develop several theories relative to the 
crime that bad beea suggested many 
duys ago, but it would be bardly correct 
to say that the investigation has added 
anything more than an appearance of 
reasonability to any of these theories. 
Aside from the failure of the authorities 
to secure evidence bearing directly upon 
the commission of the crime or to estab- 
lish the identity of the murderer, there 
is a feeling of satisfaction that the nime 
of Mr. Burdick has been lifted from 
the mire in which it was first dragged 
and his character shown in its true 
light. The evidence brought out under 
the skilful examination of witnesses by 
District Attorney ‘oatsworth has 
shown Burdick to have been a 'oving 
father, always willing to sacrifice bis 
own happiness and pride for the sake 
of bis children; that he was the viggim 
of false friendship, broken pledges wud, 
in the it all, a forgiving, in- 
dulgent husband.

The Dainty Pink Oxalis—Easy to 
Grow and Flowers Profusely. 

A very pretty basket plant which fs 
almost hardy is Oxalis rosea floribun- 
da, one of the best of the sorrels, with 
a profusion of flowers in bright pink, 
which it produces for some weeks in 
the early summer. This is a very easy 
plant to manage and can be grown 
without heat, for it is almost dormant! 
during the winter, when it can be ie 
in any place just free from frost. It

soot and sand will suit it, adding a 

little old manure if the loam be poor. 


Sweet Scented Shrubs. 

Most of our readers are acquainted | 
with that gem of our old fashioned | 
gardens, the “sweet shrub.” There is, 
another species known to common flow-| 
er lovers as Chinese spicebush. It is aj; 
native of Japan and is most delightful-| 
ly scented. Though the plant is per- 
fectly hardy in the Atlantie portion of 
our country, it will send forth its blos- 
soms under the first war. winter's 
sun only to have them killed by the 
next day’s cruel frost. 

The knowing ones, however, cut the 
twigs before the buds open and place 
them in water in a warm room, when 
they seem to open as contentedly as if 
on the bush in the open air. They fill 
the air with fragrance for a whole 
week after opening. 


Setting Young Grapevines. 

The best time for setting young 
grapevines is in April or May, says the 
Boston Cultivator. Those who propa- 
gate their own vines from cuttings 
should take them from new wood in 
the fall and either pack them in moist 
sand or moss to remain during the 
winter or heel them in as soon as cut, 
leaving one or two buds below the sur- 
face, from which roots will start, and 
two buds above the surface. They will 
be fit to transplant when those buds 
show signs of life. The young vines 
may be allowed small stakes to climb 
on the first two years, and the trellis | 
need not be set until about the third 
year after the vines are cut. 


Currant Cuttings. 

Currants are easy to propagate by 
cuttings. These are made five to eight 
inches long from wood of the current 
year’s growth up to the time the 
ground freezes. They are tied in bun- 
dles and buried until spring in a dry 
place or where the water will not 
stand. As soon as the ground {s in good 
condition plant in a well prepared bed, 
leaving about two buds above ground. 


Training Rambler Roses. 
Methods of pruning and training 
roses of the Ruby Queen and Rambler 
types are still unsettled, but it is well 
to avoid tying the canes stiffly against 
flat supports.

Africa has 
been ‘described as “our universal den | 
of desolation, misery and crime, ” and 
no continent upon the face of the earth 
has been so characterized by degrada- 
wretchedness and woe. It has 
well been called “darkest Africa,” for 
from all times the vast mass of its pop- 
| ulation has been submerged be neath 
| appalling moral and spiritual darkness. 

The population of Africa is supposed |

fi to be about 200,000,000, or one- seventh | 


of that of the globe. Many races and | 
languages are found on the continent. | 
Egyptians and Arabians principally oc- 
cupy the northern and eastern part. 
The negro race occupies the greater 
part of the western and northern cen- 
tral Africa from the Atlantic to the 
Nile. The Bantu race comprises al- 
most all the natives and tribes south of 
the equator. They resemble the ne- 
groes proper in many respects, yet have 
more regular features and speak en- 
tirely different languages.

The Mobammedauns are 
found in north Africa, the eastern and 
western Sudan and on the eastern and 
western coasts. Several millious of the 
people are Christians, Of these about| 
one-half are Cepts and Abyssinians and} 
the remainder Protestants and Catho-| 
lics in about equal proportions. 

For many years our great Christian 
denominations have been working to 
evangelize the dark continent. These} 
efforts, though put forth in the face of 
tremendous ‘les, have produced 
remarkable results. Our God can re-} 
deem and save even Africa. Egypt is} 
turning toward God, and by prayer and| 
offerings we should do our part in the 
redemption of this vast continent.

May Shed Light on the Water- 
bury Strike Murder 


KILLING OF MENDELSSOHN 


As Well as the Waterville Attack 
Attributed to Men Who Drove to 
the Scene of Both QOutrages In a 
Wagon—Several Suspects Watched 


Waterbury, Conn., March 30—t'he 
Republican this morning reveals some 
new information in the hunt for the 
murderers of Policeman Paul Mendels- 
sohn, who was shot while guarding a 
trolley car on the North Main street line 
on March 8. On Friday night Jast, as 
has just been ascertained, a man who 
has rigs to rent was called before a 
committee of officiais, w lose identity ts 
not yet disclosed, and uestioned closely 
as to his knowledge of the events of the 
night in question. ‘The witness either 
feared the results of the examination 
or for some other potent reason de- 
cided to have services of an attorney 
for the examination. Parties who 
should know regarding the say 
that it is believed that the authorjties 
are now on the right scent. 

It is believed that the information of 
the liveryman and other clues are al- 
ready sufficient to hold several parties 
on suspicion of the murder and that 
these parties are residents of the city, 
Certain of those suspected have left 
the city, it is believed, bat others are 
still here. The slightest move on the 
part of any of the suspected parties to 
leave the city will be watched closely, 

There has never been the slightest 
doubt in the minds of the authorities 
that the assassins would be caught, in 
view of the fact that the job was done 
by bunglers, who undcubtedly had 
ethers in their contidenve. and beexuse 
of the marks which characterized both 
the murder aed the assault previously 
on the car at Waterville. It has been 
Lelieved from the start that the same 
parties committed both assaults, and it 
is almost certain that a wagon was 
used to convey the assailants to and 
from the scenes of voth cutrages. 

On the oceasion of the Waterville at- 
tack cne of the crew of the car was 
laid, unconscious, on the track, with 
his head across the rail. This showed 
the evident murderous intent of the 
assailants. 

It is probable that the livery theory 
has been the strongest cne upon which 
the detectives have worked. The re- 
sult seems to justify this idea. It Is 
not improbable that there will be ar- 
lests within a short cime.

HIS DEATH UNEXPECTED 


Operation Upo. Packer Swift 
Results In Hemorrhage 


OPENED A BUTCHER SHOP 


In Native Town of Sandwich, Mass, 
but Became Originator of Refriger- 
ating Idea That Made Many Fort- 


unes—Accumulated Millions 


Chicago, March 80.—Gustayus F. 
Swift, president of the Swift I'acking 
company, died at his home here yes- 
terday of internal hemorrhages, re- 
sulting from a surgical operation per- 
formed several days ugo. Mr. Swift 
was 63 years old. 

The hemorrhage which caused Mr. 
Swift’s death resulted from an opera- 
tion for an Infection of the gall bladder, 
performed March 22. Nis death was 
entirely unexpected. He had given 
every indication of recovery and all 
danger was considered Jn 
tact, so hepeful was every one, iuclud- 
ing himself, for his speedy recovery 
that his son, Herbert 1.. Swift, who had 
been summoned from Jboston, left Sat- 
urday night to return to the east. This 
son was intercepted at ilarrisburg yes- 
terday with a telegram announcing the 
death of his father. 

Mr. Swift had leen suffering for 
some time with bladder trouble and a 
week ago an operation was determined 
upon to give him relief. It was not 
expected that the operation would 
prove especially dangerous and noth- 
ing happened to cause a change in this 
hopefulness until yesterday morning. 
His improvement was stopped sucdenly 
by a hemorrhage which the doctors 
were unable to cheek and which caused 
his death in a short time. 

Gustavus Franklin Swift began his 
career as a butcher and died leaving a 
fortune estimated at from $7,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. He was Dorn at Sand- 
wich, Mass., in June, 1829. He opened 
a small butcher shop in his native 
town. He removed to Poston when he 
was less than 3U years old. He re- 
tuained in Boston until 1875, when he 
came to Chicago.

Contemplated by Morgan For Use of 
the American People 

New York, March 30.--There is ex- 
cellent authority for stating that J. P. 
Morgan is planning to builda splendid 
art museum and present it to the Amer- 
ican nation, The World says. ‘The 
most valuable of the treasures of this 
magnificent collectoc are now abroad, 
scattered over continental Europe and 
England. The tariff has so far estopped 
Mr. Morgan from transporting his art 
objects to this country. If he were to 
give his treasures to 2 public institu- 
tion they could be brought in free of 
duty. 

It was learned yesterday from one 
of Mr. Morgan's friends that the am- 
bition of Mr. Morgan is to create a 
great art institution which shall be 
monumental in scope and which shall 
contain the very cream cf the available 
art objects of the world. ‘The addition 
which Mr. Morgan is now making to 
his home here will contain but a sinall 
part of his art collections. 

“This much can pe said definitely,” 
said one of Mr. Morgan's friends, “that 
Mr. Morgan has not wade his vast col- 
lection with a view to keeping them 
secluded for the personal enjoyment of 
himself and his friends, but he 
cherishes the ambition of making his 
collection the most beautiful and valu- 
able in-the world. 

“It is the desire of the owner of these 
objects that they shail be made avail- 
able for the Americaa people. He is 
planning to house all his collections fn 
some one place, and it is very likely that 
the great museum of «rt which he will 
establish will be offered as a gift to 
the American nation, or be made the 
foundation for a great national art 
gallery.”

According to Witness at Leg- 


islative Investigation 


$200 FOR REPEATER BROWN 


If He “Testifled the Right Way” In 
Regard to Alleged Election Frauds 
at Boston—Story of an Interview 
Which Witness Says He Overheard 


Boston, March 3J.—Charges of po- 
litical corruption during the Novemb2r 
election in ward 8 of this city, made 
first by u defeated congressman and 
reiterated by a self-confessed repeater, 
received another addition yesterday at 
the legislative investigation when a 
witness declared that he had heard a 
Hebrew lawyer, who has figured prom- 
ineutly in the case, teil the so-called 
repeater that there wns $200 in it if 
he testified the right wav. 

The legislative investigation which 
has been in progress for a week before 
the committee on election laws had its 
inception in the testimony of this re- 
peater, whose name is Brown, who 
stated at a hearing on a general elec- 
tion bill that he had not only been 
paid $8 by Representative Kiley of 
ward 8 to vote often, but had prac- 
tically carried out the bargain by cast- 
ing seven ballots in different precincts. 

This statement was considered so 
sensationa! that Kiley demanded an 
investigation. This was practically 
granted him and yesterlay he denied 
ever making such an ofer or ever pay- 
ing anything for votes. | 

Brown, the self-confessed repeater, 
has not been seen since his first ap- 
pearance, buta Hebrew lawyer, Nethan 
Barnett, who admitted that he induced 
Brown to testify, has been present and 
has been practically the defendant at 
the several hearings. And it was 
against him that a witness yesterday 
made the charges that he offered 
Brown $200 to appear and testify as 
he (Barnett) wanted him to. 

3arnett, who has been on the stand 
at several previous hearings, resumed 
his testimony yesterday ond at once 
became involved in a discussion with 
Attorney Hurlburt, counsel for Repre- 
sentative Kiley, over the question of 
whether he had been to'd by a mem- 
ber of the committee not to mention the 
name of Kiley in his testimony. Bar- 
nett refused to answer the question and 
appealed to the committee, who ruled 
that he need not answer it. Barnett 
concluded his testimony by denying 
that he knew that Brown hada criminal 
record or that he had been arrested 
and sentenced for lareeny of a pocket- 
book. 

Representative Kiley then took the 
stand and denied that de ever knew 
Brown or that he had ever offered or 
paid any money to unv oue to vote or 
repeat at an election. 


The principal witness of the day, 
Joseph F. Minkell, then took the 
stand. He stated that he was at 


Brown's house on Murch §, some days 
after Brown's appearaice before the 
legislative committee, when he uad- 
mitted repeating. He said during the 
afternoon of that day he heard Barnett 
tell Brown that he wouid like to see 
him at his (Barnett’s) office the next 
morning. He heard Fsarnett tell 
Brown that there was loney in it if 
he would testify as he wanted him to, 
and he would see that be was pro- | 
tected. Brown told Barnett that he 
did not know any of the polling places 
in yard 8, but Barnett replied that he 
would post him and would get him 
$200 if he testified as he wanted biin 
to. Witress said there were three per- 
sons present when Baruett made the 
offer of money to Brown. 

During this testimony of Minkell | 
Barnett was outof the committee 


room, but came in later and when he 
heard Minkeil repeat the story of the 
offer of $200 he saidin a low tone: 
“You're a liar.” 
“You're a liar froa §8t. Loula” 
shouted Minkell back, aud fora few 
minutes there was a great uproar in 
the room. 
After quiet had been obtained by 
the chairman, Attorney Hurlburt asked 
Minkell if he did not recognize Barnett | 
ss the man who was in Krown’s house 
on that Sunday afternoon.

How to Observe the Birds. 


If you wish to see as much of the 
migrant as possible between now and 
the middle of May you should make a 
point of taking a walk in the country 
every morning, if possible; or at least 
every morning following a warm, clear 
night. Take your field-glass; and set 
out for such a spot as soon after day- 
light as may be. Many birds are most 
actire in the early morning, and again 
toward eyening, because these are the 
times at which they feed; in the 
middle of the day many species steal 
away to quiet spots to rest.

Councilman Whiton—The complaints, 
as far as I have been able to see, have 
been for lack of equipment to do work 
in time. He bas eleven horses. Now 
the Mayor proposes to do this work 
with six horses. Instead of censure 
for the Scavenger it should be for the 
Board of Health, 

How do they allow these complaints 
to come in year after year and say 
nothing to the Council. It establishes 
another office and unless the Board of 
Health turns over a new leaf they are 
a long way from being the proper ones 
to entrust it with. When the case at 
Dedham was heard, the jury found 
that the Board of Health was to blame. 
When they got no salary they did their 
duty. Is it good judgment to add more 
to this department? 

Councilman Hardwick thought the 
best way was to have something in _the 
way of a referendum to give people a 
chanee to express themselves, 

Councilman Piper opposed. He did 
not believe it could be done. It would 
be impossible to run the department 
with six horses for $3000, to say no- 
thing about éxtra horses. He would 
be glad to see the ashes collected, and 
believed teams of Street department 
could do it, as they delivered coal. 

Mayor bryant—I did state I thought 
the receipts would be $2,500. Careful 
estimates convince me that they will be 
fully $3,500. The growth of Ward 
Two and of Atlantic will largely in- 
crease the work. He was willing to 
eliminate the ashes. It was not the 
duty of the Board of Health to 
come to the-Council. They testify that 
they have time and time again tried to 
get the Scavenger to do his duty. The 
time has come when something must 
be done to satisfy the people.
